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Chief Hughes Asks 
For 6 More Men to 
Give Day Off in 6 

Mayor Expected to Make Rec- 
ommendation Soon 

Chief of Police Hughes has requested 
Mayor Childs to appoint six additional 
men to the Newton police department 
so that the members of the force will 
get a day off each six days, Instead of 
every eight days, as at present. A 
committee composed of Newton police- 
men had a few conferences with the 
mayor and contended that only four 
additional patrolmen will be needed 
to make the change. At one confer- 
ence Chief Hughes was present. The 
chief told the mayor that the depart- 
ment is now undermanned, especially 
during the night on the last platoon. 
He stated that six men will be re- 
quired to even keep the department 
at its present condition of efficiency, 
because under the day off in six sys- 
tem, six more policemen will lie off 
each day than the fourteen or fifteen 
now off duty each day. 

At one of the conferences the com- 
mittee of policemen asked the mayor 
if he would recommend a day off in six 
provided the chief reported favorably 
on such a plan, and the mayor gave an 
affirmative answer. Should the mayor 
make the recommendation In the near 
future, the Board of Aldermen will 
have to make an appropriation for the 
balance of this year. This has been 
estimated at about $2200, assuming 
that the dny off in six will go into ef- 
fect on October 15. A few months ago 
Alderman Cronin attempted to have 
the Board of Aldermen take action on 
this matter, but City Solicitor Bartlett 
ruled that the matter was not within 
the province of the Aldermen, being 
an executive function. 

Should the change be made, the ex- 
isting force of reserve men of the po- 
lice department will all become regu- 
lar patrolmen. Four of the ten men 
on the reserve force have been for 
some weeks taking the places of for- 
mer regular patrolmen. Patrolmen 
Munroe and Sartwell reached the age 
limit and were pensioned; Patrolmen 
Bell and Murphy were fatally shot by 
the murderer Simpson. 


Pardoned Newton 
Murderer Held for 
Boston Robbery 

Wilfred F. Dart, 34, formerly of 
Bacon st., Newton, who was pardoned 
on December 24, 1936 after serving 
5 years of a life sentence for murder, 
was arrested in Boston on Saturday 
charged with robbing a Jewelry store. 
Dart was one of three men accused 
by Boston police of having thrown a 
brick through a window at E. B. 
Horn’s jewelry store near the corner 
of Washington and Winter sts., Bos- 
ton. and grabbing a number of wrist 
watches. Police arrested Dart, An- 
gelo Etro of South Boston, and John 
Peters of Brooklyn, New York. 

At 6:45 n. m. Saturday Patrolman 
Carroll heard the big window being 
smashed and saw two men running 
away from the Horn jewelry store. Ho 
caught Dart, who has an artificial leg, 
and was able to get a good look at the 
second man. Aided by Carroll’s de- 
scription of the fugitive, policemen In 
a cruising car arrested Peters on Es- 
sex st., Boston, a few minuses later. 
In his possession were 9 watches, iden- 
tified as having been taken from Horn’s 
store. According to the Boston police 
records, Dart had been arrested for 
many offences, ranging from drunken- 
ness to murder. 

On June 13, 1931 Dart and Charles 
Bernard of Jamaica Plain were seated 
in ah automobile on Pearl st., Newton 
near Jackson rd. Dart alighted from 
the car. and as he did so, pulled a re- 
volver and shot Bernard. Dart walked 
to a nearby store, calmly telephoned, 
and then continued on foot toward 
Watertown, making his escape. Ber- 
nard drove to Newton Corner, in- 
formed a policeman that he had been 
shot, and then collapsed. He died 
shortly afterward at the Newton Hos- 
pital. Newton police, a few months 
later, captured Dart in a camp near 
Hingham. On November 6, 1931, Dart 
was convicted of second degree mur- 
der and sentenced for life to Massa- 
chusetts State Prison. On December 
24, 1936, Dart was one of several mur- 
derers who received “Christmas gift” 
pardons from Governor Curley, and a 
majority of the Governor’s Council. 

Dart was arraigned in the Boston 
municipal court on Monday and held 
in $5000 bail for trial on October 4.

Judge Palmer’s 
Home Ransacked 


The “second story burglar,” who has 
been breaking into numerous Newton 
homes the pnst two weeks, burglarized 
the residence of Judge Joseph N. Pal- 
mer at 63 Lombard st., Newton, on 
Tuesday night. As in the other burg- 
laries. nearly all of which have been 
committed at Newton Corner, the burg- 
lar shinnied up a porch and forced 
open a window near the porch. Like 
the other bouses ransacked, the Pal- 
mer house was not occupied, the judge 
and his family having been at Bidde- 
ford, Me. A person walking by the 
house observed the front door open 
and notified the police. The burglar 
had left some lights burning in the 
liouse. The extent of the loot is not 
yet known. The Palmer residence is 
within a minute’s walk of the homes 
of Judge Clarence Smith at 626 Cen- 
tre st.. and Smith P. Burton. 621 Cen- 
tre st., both of which were entered, 
supposedly by the same burglar within 
the past week or so. 


More Burglaries 
Revealed at Newton 


Another burglary was discovered at 
Newton last Friday when it was found 
that the home of Judge Clarence C. 
Smith at 626 Centre st., had been en- 
tered and ransacked. The house is 
directly across the street from the 
home of Smith P. Burton, Jr., 621 
Centre st., where a burglary had been 
discovered a few days before. Ap- 
parently the same burglar was en- 
gaged in both breaks. The same 
method of entering the house was 
used. Tlie burglar climbed high porch- 
es at both houses, and forced second 
story windows. As the Smith family 
was absent, the police do not know 
tlie extent of the loot. 

The third burglary discovered in 
Newton Corner homes within a week, 
was reported on Saturday by Patrol- 
man McLean, who noticed a window 
open in the residence of Mrs. John 
Eustis, 145 Washington st. The same 
method of entering the house was 
used as had been used at the other 
two residences burglarized, and police 
believe the same “second-story bur- 
glar” entered all three houses. A 
high porch was climbed and a window 
above it forced. Mrs. Eustis has been 
away and the house was unoccupied. 
She was apprehensive of burglars and 
had a burglar alarm at the house. 
Neighbors heard the alarm sounding 
the preceding night, but did not real- 
ize it wns a burglar alarm, so the 
police were not notified.

Added Bus 

Expense at 
Oak Hill School 


The new school at Oak Hill, which 
in various ways has already been 
quite costly, will necessitate a further 
and unlooked for expense which was 
revealed at the meeting of the School 
Committee on Monday night. Supt. of 
Schools Warren informed the commit- 
tee that it is necessary to use two spe- 
cial school busses, Instead of one bus, 
as planned, nnd that the cost of these 
busses for the balance of the fiscal 
year will he $819. The cost of trans- 
porting pupils from Oak Hill to the 
Mason School last year In a bus was 
$6.85 per day. The cost of transport- 
ing pupils from Newton Highlands to 
the new Oak Hill school Is $11.70 per 
day. Only one bus was provided the 
first few days after the new school 
opened, but, the bus was so crowded 
that it was deemed necessary to en- 
gage a second bus. 

Thirty-five pupils attended the old 
school at Oak Hill. When It was de- 
cided to build the new school at that 
section, the school boundaries were 
changed. Territory in Newton High- 
lands was added to the Oak Hill school 
district, and pupils who formerly at- 
tended the Hyde School were assigned 
to the Oak Hill School. There are 170 
pupils attending the new school. A 
delegation of three parents, represent- 
ing 26 residents who reside in the 
Woodeliff rd. section, appeared before 
the committee and presented a peti- 
tion asking that their children be per- 
mitted to attend the Hyde School, in- 
stead of the new Oak Hill School. They 
argued that the Hyde School is nearer, 
and that the condition of Parker ave. 
is so poor, that it is nearly impassable 
in rainy weather. This unaccepted 
street runs westerly from Parker st. 

Chairman Mather of the commit- 
tee stated that those who had urged 
the building of the new school at 
Oak Hill, had contended that resi- 
dents in the Newton Highlands sec- 
tion, which was included in the new 
school district, would prefer to send 
their children to the new school in- 
stead of the Hyde School, because the 
pupils would not have to cross the 
dangerous Worcester turnpike. The 
delegation representing the dissatis- 
fied parents replied that they had no 
knowledge of such a claim, that there 
is a traffic officer on duty at the inter- 
section of the pike and Walnut st. to 
guard the school children, nnd they 
are not afraid to send their children 
to the Hyde School. Mrs. Margaret 
Woods, member of the School Com- 
mittee called attention to the fact that 
parents in the section around Solon 
rd., which is West of Walnut st. and 
further from the new school than is 
the territory where the objectors re- 
side. prefer to send their children to 
the new school rather than to the 
Hyde School, although they have the 
option of sending them to either 
school. The section where the protes- 
tants live is near Woodeliff rd.. and 
it is compulsory for children residing 
there to attend the new school. Tlie 
School Committee voted to ask the Al- 
dermen to appropriate $850, to pro- 
vide for the additional bus service, 
and to leave the matter of adjusting

Markets Picketed 
At Newton Corner 

Wednesday afternoon from 1:30 un 
til 6 o’clock 120 employees of the 
Atlantic & Pacific Company, the First 
National Stores, together with own- 
ers and employees of independent gro- 
cery stores and markets, formed a long 
picket line in front of the Mohican 
Market at 250 Washington st., New- 
ton. The picketing was in protest 
against the market failing to keep 
closed on Wednesday afternoons. Two 
banners were carried by the pick- 
eted. one of which alleged that the 
market management bad not kept a 
promise that it would close on Wed- 
nesday afternoons. The picketed 
came from chain stores in all the 
Newtons, as well as from the inde- 
pendent stores at Newton Corner. 
Several Newton policemen were pres- 
ent to see that no disorders occurred 
and that the law was conformed to. 
but no trouble happened Some of 
the picketed also paraded for a short 
time in front of the Newton Corner 
Market at 332 Centre st.. which also 
has not closed on Wednesday after- 
noons. At one time a prominent mem- 
ber of the city government was ob- 
served in the latter market. 

Because of the fact that markets 
and grocery- stores keep open on Sat- 
urday afternoons and evenings, and 
their employees work considerably 
longer hours than do most men. there 
has been a growing movement through- 
out the country to have such food 
stores closed one afternoon each week, 
usually on a Tuesday or Wednesday. 
While stores in Newton have closed 
for many years on Wednesday after- 
noons during the summer months, this 
city has lagged in all year closing 
on this afternoon. Last spring prac- 
tically all the store owners and em- 
ployees in Newton agreed to close the 
year round. Starting in May the Wed- 
nesday afternoon closing commenced, 
and the Mohican Market co-operated. 
Last week, however, the Mohican kept 
open, and the employees of the other 
stores threatened they would picket, 
which they did. 

The Mohican management has a 
sign in a window at the store which 
states that it will continue to keep 
the market open on Wednesday af- 
ternoons, but will give its employees 
a half day off daring the week, Em- 
ployees of the other ‘stores contend 
that if tills market does not co-oper- 
ate. it will mean that the other chain 
stores will be forced to remain open. 
In the smaller independent stores, 
and smaller units of chain stores, this 
would mean that owners of employees 
would not be able to have anytime 
off during the week. Those who pick- 
eted last Wednesday, assert they will 
picket again next Wednesday after- 
noon. if the Mohican persists in keep- 
ing open at that time. 


Community Chest 
Sets 1937 Goal 
At $192,305 

Increase of $4000 Over Last 
Year’s Figures 


A Campaign goal of $192,305 fr>r the 
1937 Newton Community Chest Cam- 
paign. November 5-16, was announced 
this morning by Maynard Hutchin- 
son, President of the Chest. "This 
amount has been set,” said Mr. Hut- 
chinson. “after months of careful 
study by a Budget Committee and di- 
rectors. It represents the minimum 
amount needed by 14 health and social 
agencies to carry on their work in 
1938.” The goal, Mr. Hutchinson 
pointed out, is about $4,000 more than 
the 1936 goal which, however, was 
oversubscribed in last year’s success- 
ful campaign. 

Explaining the method of deciding 
the amount of money needed, Mr. Hut- 
chinson emphasized that the Newton 
Chest, which is the oldest In greater 
Boston, was run on strict business 
principles. "Our goal,’’ he said, “is 
not arrived at by guess or mere wish- 
ful thinking. It is the result of months 
of study of Newton’s social needs and 
resources. Our Budget Committee, 
chairmaned by Walter R. Amesbury, 
treasurer of Lasell Junior College and 
containing such able business men as 
Clarence G. McDavitt, vice president 
of the New England Telephone and 
j Telegraph Co.. Charles C. Dasey of 
I the Cunard White Star Line. Joseph 
1 F. Wogan. Assistant General Manager 
of the United Shoe Machinery Com- 
pany, Benjamin J. Bowen, secretary 
of the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Co., Charles H. Cobb, pres- 
ident of the Filing Equipment Bu- 
reau. Maurice W. Dennison of the firm 
of Braman. Daw and Co., and Roger 
Preston, assistant treasurer of S. S. 
Pierce Company, examine the bud- 
gets of every agency in the Chest. 
Every item in these budgets has been 
proved necessary for the welfare of 
Newton.” 

“Plans for the 1937 Campaign,” Mr. 
Hutchinson stated, “are already well 
developed under the leadership of 
A. Leslie Harwood. Jr . well-known 
Boston lawyer, who has been chosen 
director of the 1937 Campaign. Mr. 
Harwood is a life long resident of New- 
ton and has long been active in civic 
affairs. In the 1936 Campaign he was 
Village Chairman for Newton Centre 
which raised lOS'T of its quota. “The 
Newton Chest.” said Mr. Hutchinson, 
“is most fortunate in persuading Mr. 
Harwood to direct the campaign this 
year.

In addition to the Newton Hospital 
more than 40 other general hospitals 
in Boston and other cities now pro-

About a week ago Secretary of Stale 
Cordell Hull delivered an address in 
Boston in which he asserted that the 
way to end wars is by having free 
trade between all nations. If Mr. 
Hull’s doctrine (or theory) will be 
accepted, there is a sorry future ahead 
for the people of these United States. 
They will eventually be reduced to a 
social and economic status approxi- 
mating that of coolie workers in Japan, 
India and China. During Mr. Hull’s 
occupancy of tho high office he holds, 
there has been a largo increase in 
importations to this country of tex- 
tiles, shoes and many other articles 
from Czecho Slovakia, Japan, Ger- 
many and other nations in Asia and 
Europe. Shoo factories, textile mills 
and other industries In New England 
and elsewhere in the U. S. A. have 
been and are seriously affected by 
this competition from low paid labor. 
Many thousands of persons on public 
relief are not engaged in gainful em- 
ployment because of this cause.

About a week ago n man from 
Needham was arraigned in the New- 
ton court on charges of drunkenness 
nnd driving a car while under the in- 
fluence of liquor. He was found guilty 
and his attorney asked Judge Allen to 
givo him a suspended sentence. Judge 
Allen replied. "We don’t give sus- 
pended sentences in drunken driving 
eases.” Ho then fined the defendant 
$75 for driving under the influence 
of liquor, nnd $5 for drunkenness. It 
is true that judges in the Newton 
court have co-operated in discourag- 
ing drunken driving by refusing to 
suspend fines imposed on persons 
found guilty of such an offence. The 
late Judge Bacon was consistently firm 
in punishing autoists who menace the 
lives of others by driving while drunk. 
Judge Weston has been equally firm 
in this respect. So has Judge Allen 
during the past 18 months while he 
lias been presiding nt the Newton dis- 
trict court. But, there have been 
justices from outside Newton who oc- 
casionally substituted at the Newton 
district court, who displayed a differ- 
ent attitude. Last year, for instance, 
one such judge suspended his finding 
on a drunken driving case for six 
months — and then found the defendant 
not guilty.

Japan is not the first country which 
lias resorted to the horrible slaughter 
of defenceless men, women and chil- 
dren in thickly populated cities. Sev- 
eral months ago in Spain aviators in 
Franco’s army (allegedly Germans) 
ruthlessly bombed cities and villages. 
But, the frightfulness practiced by the 
Japanese in the aerial bombings at 
Shanghai.

A practical way for Ameri- 
cans, who abhor the methods being

In connection with the big pow wow 
between Hilter and Mussolini ail arti- 
cle appeared in Mussolini’s newspa 
per — II Popolo d’ltalia of Milan. The 
editorial, written in Berlin by Pini, 
the editor of that paper, said among 


executed within two weeks after sen- 
tence is pronounced, there are only 
about 4 per cent as many murders 
as are committed in the U. S. A., in 
proportion to the population. In this 
country about one murderer in 200 
is executed. If legal technicalities, 
appeals, and reprieves and the like 
were not so easy to he used by gang- 
sters’ lawyers in this country justice 
would not he so often defeated, and 
murder would not he on the increase 
here. There have been too many mur- 
derers sentenced to life terms, Mr. 
Parsons, and a few years later paroled 
or pardoned. Several years ago a man 
was shot to death in this city and his 
murderer sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. In 5 years he was pardoned. 
A few days ago he was arrested again, 
charged with robbery. 

If some persons had more sympathy 
for those murdered and less for the 
murderers, killers would be discour- 
aged. Those who saw the torture suf- 
fered by Patrolman Bell of this city, 
recently murdered by the gangster, 
Simpson, and the three weeks agony 
suffered by Patrolman Murphy, shot 
by the same human viper, will not be 
apt to advocate that Simpson shall 
escapo the death penalty; perhaps to 
ho pardoned within several years, 
through corrupt political influence, as 
have other murderers.

Dr. Tehyl Hsieh. a member of the 
Boston Rotary Club and head of the 
Chinese Trade Bureau in Boston, was 
the guest speaker at the regular meet- 
ing of the Newton Rotary Club on 
Monday at the Brae Burn Country 
Club. Dr. Hsieh spoke on the view- 
point of a Chinese upon the present 
Slno-Japanese conflict. He stated that 
from Ills point of view there were 
three reasons why Japan started her 
present aggression upon China:

1. Tho militaristic government feared 
that there would he a revolution 
among the Japanese people if 
their attention was not diverted 
from internal to external affairs. 

2. Japan is, at present, economically 
unsound and her people are over- 
taxed. 

3. The Japanese people, as a nation, 

have become fanatic with the hope 
of being “big brothers" to all 
Asiatic people. They feel that they 
are the protectors and salvation of 
the yellow race. . 

Dr. Hsieh emphasized that China is 
far more ready for the conflict with 
Japan than she has ever been in her 
past history. Her growth in the es- 
tablishment of educational institu- 
tions. churches, political unity, and na- 
tional finance now places her in a po- 
I sition to combat Japanese aggression. 
| Dr. Hsieh felt that China will ulti- 
mately win out. He feels that China 
is now fighting a battle for all the 
democratic governments of the earth 
against imperialism. That is why lie 
feels that the democratic governments 
are somewhat sympathetic toward the 
Chinese cause. 

The speaker felt that China would 
heartily welcome open arbitration of 
the present conflict. He felt that such 
arbitration might he brought about 
forcibly if the United States and the 
European nations declare an immedi- 
ate boycott upon Japanese goods. 

Tiie members of the club were much 
interested in Dr. Hsieh’s presentation" 
and many expressed the hope that pos- 
sibly some Japanese person could pre- 
sent the Japanese point of view in this 
present conflict.

Friends: 

This church welcomes you tonight 
to a lecture on Christian Science. 

Our lecturer is a member of The 
Board of Lectureship of The Mother 
Church. The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston. 

His subject this evening is "Chris- 
tian Science: The Liberator of Man- 
kind.” 

It gives me pleasure to present to 
you Mr. John Randall Dunn. 

Mr. Dunn spoke substantially as 
follows : 

The widespread interest in the sub- 
ject of Christian Science, in this and 
other lands, is traceable directly to 
the fact that enslaved mortals ore 
flnding in its spiritual teaching that 
liberator graphically pictured by Isaiah 
ns sent "to preach good tidings unto 
the meek: ... to bind up the broken- 
hearted, to proclaim liberty to the 
captives, and the opening of the prison 
to them that are bound.” The at- 
tempts of some misinformed critics to 
prove that Christian Science is not 
this liberator, that the sick are not 
healed, the sinning reformed, nor the 
sorrowing comforted through its min- 
istrations, are of course of little mo- 
ment in the presence of an ever-in- 
creasing host of witnesses testifying 
to the fact that whereas they were 
bound physically, mentally, or morally, 
now they are experiencing through the 
teachings of Christian Science a great- 
er measure of health, freedom, and 
happiness than they have ever known. 

In the past few years it lias been my 
great privilege to attend Christian 
Science services, and talk with stu- 
dents of Christian Science in many 
lands — in Great Britain, Continental 
Europe, South Africa, Australia. New 
Zealand, the Philippines, the Orient, 
the West Indies, Alaska, and in hun- 
dreds of places in the United States 
and Canada: and if a stenographic 
report could have been taken of all 
the testimonies of healing and regen- 
eration I have heard, it would make a 
record filling volumes. 

GAMALIEL’S ADVICE 

What would those who fancy them- 
selves opposed to this spiritual teach- 
ing have its students do? Would they 
ask the man who states, and whose 
family corroborates his statement, that 
he has been freed from the torments 
of alcoholism, to go back to his ap- 
petite and his bondage? Would they 
bid the infidel who through Christian 
Science has become a believer in and 
lover of the Bible, discard that holy 
volume, and tread again his cheerless, 
godless road? Would they bring back 
the pain and anguish which in the 
cases of thousands of men and wom- 
en and little children have been ban- 
ished by the touch of this healing 
evangel? Surely this is no time to 
oppose the coming to saddened hu- 
manity of a spiritual message the 
certain effect of which is the uplift 
and comfort of mankind. It might be 
recommended therefore, to those who 
feel called upon to ridicule and revile 
the Christian Scientists, that per- 
haps the safest and most Christian at- 
titude for them to assume is to be 
found in Gamaliel's sound advice to 
the would-be-persecutors of the Apos- 
tles as recorded in the fifth chapter of 
Acts: "And now I say unto you. Re- 
frain from these men, and let them 
alone: for if this counsel or this work 
be of men, it will come to nought: but 
if it be of God, ye cannot overthrow 
it; lest haply ye be found even to 
fight against God.” 

THE COMING OF THE LIBERATOR 

There is not a people on the face 
of the earth that is not yearning for 
the comfort and healing and joy that 
follow in the wake of this spiritual 
teaching. In many countries that one 
visits to-day, one senses a feeling 
akin to dismay over the increasing 
discord, unrest, and turmoil. What 
does it all mean? Christian Science 
answers, in the words of Christ Jesus, 
"When these things begin to come to 
pass, then look up, and lift up >our 
heads: for your redemption draweth 
nigh.” The Master plainly foresaw 
that an upheaval, a bringing to the 
surface of the hidden errors of the 
carnal mind, would accompany the 
appearance of that promised "spirit of 
Truth" which was to redeem and save 
mankind. In fact, Christian Science 
is explaining the present world-wide 
fermentation, and bidding mortals to 
see therein . vidence that "the night 
is far spent, the day is at hand." And 
should it seem surprising that it was 
the gentle voice of a woman that was 
appointed to bring this message, as- 
suring the saddened and fearing chil- 
dren of men with all the tenderness 
of the mother-thought, that God is in- 
deed able to care for His creation, 
to heal and to save? We have only to 
remember the pure Jewish maiden, 
whose uplifted sense beheld, and 
brought into demonstration, the fath- 
erhood of God; tlie repentance and 
gratitude of the Magdalen; the faith- 
fulness of the women "lust at the 
cross und first at the sepulchre”; and 
likewise the fidelity and devotion of 
tlie woman-thought through all the 
centuries to that which points to faith 
and purity,— we have only to remem- 
ber these, should the human inind 
find it difficult to accept tlie fact that 
Truth has spoken to this age through 
u woman. 

PREJUDICE AGAINST MRS. EDDY 

1 regret to confess the fact that be- 
fore 1 knew anything ubout Christian 
Science, before I had read a lino of 
its authorized literature, or attempted 
to prove by demonstration its truth 


.or its error, I was one of that now 
rapidly decreasing number of persons 
who seem to take special delight in 
making flippant and unchristian re- 
marks about Mrs. Eddy, the Discoverer 
and Founder of Christian Science, and 
in laughing at the movement in gen- 
eral. I was quite sure that Christian 
Scientists worshiped Mrs. Eddy and 
that her system of healing was only 
will-power or the human mind over 
matter. In fact, my fund of informa- 
tion as to what Christian Science does 
not teach, reminds me of the immi- 
grant applying for admission to this 
country, who was asked if he was fa- 
miliar with the Constitution of the 
United States. He replied: "Indeed 
I am. I learned to sing it when I was 
a boy ! ” 

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE NOT 
SUGGESTION 

But when at last I read the Chris- 
tian Science textbook, "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures" by 
Mary Baker Eddy, and when I had 
attended a few services, I found that 
which no impartial investigator could 
fail to discover: that Christian Scien- 
tists worship the supreme and only 
God and entertain for the revered 
i Leader of their movement only senti- 
j ments of affection and deep gratitude. 

I I found, instead of a system of ma- 
terial philosophy, dealing with the ac- 
tion of will-power and suggestion, the 
! purest Christian metaphysics, based 
upon a spiritual sense of the Scrip- 
tures. Well may we rejoice that Mrs. 
Eddy, during her search after Truth, 
had investigated so-called magnetic 
healing, and mind-cure based upon 
hypnotic control, and found such sys- 
tems not only devoid of spirituality, 
but positively iniquitous; and even 
a casual glance througn the pages of 
the textbook should convince any fair- 
minded person that Christian Science 
is as far from hypnotism and sugges- 
tion as is Christ from Belial. 

THE DISCOVERER AND FOUNDER 
OF CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 

As to that revered gentle woman, 
through whose spiritual vision the 
simple healing truths of the Bible are 
to-day made available for those who 
sit in darkness. I need say only this: 
Her character needs no defense; by 
her fruits shall she be known. Go 
with me, for example, to a certain 
home I know of in far-off Australia. 
Let the husband and father tell of 
his beautiful redemption through Mrs. 
Eddy’s teachings. He had scarcely 
known a sober moment for over thirty 
years, during which time he consumed, 
on an average, one bottle of whiskey a 
day. Let him tell of that wonderful 
moment when someone induced him 
to read Mrs. Eddy’s book. "Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures,” and how, after reading not 
more than fifty pages, he found him- 
self freed from the curse of alcoholism. 
Let him then tell of his homecoming 
after his healing. It seems that he 
and his wife, although living under 
the same roof, had not spoken to each 
other for three years. But when he re- 
turned to his home with God in his 
heart and a song on his lips, his wife 
met him and they embraced tenderly, 
beginning there and then a new life 
together. Then try to convince that 
man and woman that the Discoverer 
and Founder of Christian Science Avas 
a fraud! They will tell you with eyes 
dimmed with tears of gratitude that 
they know that the woman who penned 
the words that brought such healing 
to their home must have walked and 
talked with God! 

PRESENT-DAY SALVATION 

Christian Scientists know that Mrs. 
Eddy did not originate Christian Sci- 
ence; she dis-covered it — in other 
words, brought it to light. The balm 
of Gilead which she has revealed for 
tlie healing of the nations is not of her 
creating, nor is it a restatement of an- 
cient or modern material philosophy. 
It is the simple, unadulterated mes- 
sage of salvution from sin, disease, 
and death taught by the Master and 
ills apostles and the prophets who pre- 
ceded them. I once asked a woman 
I seeking help in Christian Science if 
j she understood the meaning of the 
word "salvation.” "Indeed I do,” was 
her response. "I was saved when I 
was eighteen/’ "From what were you 
saved?” I ventured to inquire. "Why, 
l was saved,” she explained. “You 
know Jesus died to save me." "To 
save you from what?” I persisted. 
"Have you been saved from sin all 
these years?” "No,” she admitted hon- 
estly, "I cannot suy that I have." 
"Have you been saved from sickness?” 
"No,” she replied sadly, "I have been 
a terrible sufferer for years.” "Did 
your salvation include deliverance 
from heartache, from fear, from worry, 
from poverty?" “No." Bhe said. "1 
suppose my salvation was reserved 
entirely for the future life.” 

JESUS’ DEFINITE INSTRUCTION 

Is it not strange, this seemingly 
universal misunderstanding among 
professing Christians regarding the 
teaching of Jesus upon this vilul 
point? In the tenth chapter of Mat- 
thew we find these definite instructions 
given by the Master to ids students: 
"Go . . . to the lost sheep of the house 
of Israel. And as ye go. preach saying. 
The kingdom of heaven is ut hand. Heul 
tlie sick, cleunse tlie lepers, raise tlie 
dead, cast out devils: freely ye liuvo 
received, freely give. Provide neither 
gold, nor silver, nor brass in your 
purses . . . for the workman is worthy 
of his meat." "The kingdom of heaven 
is at hand” ! In tin.' Christian Science 


textbook we read that heaven is har- 
mony. Therefore the message of the 
Saviour, which indeed is “good tidings 
of great Joy" to the bound and afflicted 
of earth, is that harmony, deliverance, 
and salvation from sickness, sin. and 
discord are at hand, and are to he 
realized in the proportion that man- 
kind lifts Its thought from the materi- 
al and Inys hold on the spiritual facts 
of being. 

DEFINITION OF HELL 

At this point someone may say, "If 
you believe thnt heaven is harmony, 
or ‘a divine state of Mind' (Science 
and Health, p. 201). then I suppose that 
Christian Scientists do not believe in 
hell.” Unfortunately most of them 
do, and they are trying hard to get 
out of it. Let us read the Christianly 
scientific definition of "hell” (Science 


and Health, p. 588): “Mortal belief; 
error; lust; remorse; hatred; revenge: 
sin; sickness; death; suffering and 
self-destruction; self-imposed agony; 
effects of sin; that which ‘worketh ab- 
omination or maketh a lie.’ ” Now 
most of us find ourselves in one or 
more of the conditions of thought just 
described, and the insistent yearning 
of all mankind is for deliverance, for 
harmony, for heaven. How is this to 
be attained? By will-power? By forc- 
ing ourselves to think thoughts of 
health, rather than thoughts of sick- 
ness? By no means. Would a teacher 
say to a class in school, “Children, 
clench your fists, close your teeth 
hard, use all the determination and 
will-power at your command, and 
say, ‘Five times five must equal twenty- 
five’ ”? Never. A teacher imparts to 
his class the truth about arithmetic, 
and that truth quietly enters the pu- 
pils’ thought and gently displaces the 
ignorance which before held sway. 
Will-power has absolutely nothing to 
do with it. Nor can will-power or 
suggestion or any action of tlie carnal 
mind carry us from hell to heaven, 
from discord to harmony. The remedy 
lies in the simple rule left by the Mas- 
ter: "This is life eternal, that they 
might know thee the only true God, 
and Jesus Christ, whom thou hast 
sent.” Salvation, then, is a matter 
of knowing the truth about God and 
the son of God, and as Jesus says in 
another place, when you know the 
truth, the truth shall make you free. 

Let no one think, however, that the 
working out of one’s salvation through 
knowing the truth is always along a 
path of flowers. Spiritual uufoldment, 
like a child’s material education, in- 
volves wrestlings with self-will, but- 
tlings with discouragement, and even 
the encountering of temporary de- 
feats, until the human is brought into 
subjection to the divine. But in our 
spiritual education we have the com- 
forting assurance that it is not human 
will but God that worketh in us "both 
to will and to do of His good pleasure.” 

BASIS OF CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 

Let us now consider the basis of 
Christian Science; let us find the truth 
about God and man which it reveals — 
that truth which is destined to liber- 
ate the race. Science and Health in a 
few words sums up the remarkable 
discovery of the truth of being. We 
read (p. 259): "The Christlike under- 
standing of scientific being and divine 
healing includes a perfect Principle 
and idea, — perfect God and perfect 
man, as the basis of thought and 
demonstration." "How can the state- 
ment be made that man is perfect?” 
someone may inquire. "Certainly this 
material, sick, sinning, dying mortal 
is anything but perfect.” Christian Sci- 
ence agrees promptly with this state- 
ment, and asks, But does weak, suffer- 
ing mortality constitute God’s man? 
The first chapter of Genesis states 
plainly that the man of God’s creating 
is made in tlie image and after the 
likeness of his creator. If God Is ad- 
mitted to be Spirit, or Mind, then the 
perfect mun of His (Touting, to he 
like Ids Maker, must be mental, spir- 
itual Therefore this material, sin- 
ning. Imperfect mortal is not God’s 
man at all The Apostle Paul makes 
this clear in Ills famous statement in 
Romans, "They which uro the children . 
of the flesh, these are not the children 
of God.” 

ILLOGICAL DOCTRINE 

For centuries have mortals refused 
to reason about tlie facts of creation, 
as stated in Genesis. Blindly have they 
I accepted tlie illogicul doctrine tliut a 
spiritual cuuse could produce u mute 


rial effect; that a God who is Spirit 
could create Ills unlikenoss, a material 
man. and that this man was quite good 
and harmonious until a woman was 
fashioned from one of his ribs, and 
shortly thereafter trouble began! In 
other words, tills good, spiritual mor- 
tality fell into sin. and became bad 
or fallen mortality; as if mortality, 
signifying that which Is fleshly and 
dying, could ever be good or spiritual! 

"LET ITS REASON TOGETHER" 

What wonderful service hns Mrs. 
Eddy rendered theology here. She calls 
on mankind, in the words of Isaiah, to 
"come . . . and let us reason together” 
about the great facts of being. First, 
she avers with faultless logic, thnt a 
God who is Spirit could not create a 
man the opposite of Himself. Can light 
beget darkness? Certainly not. Nor 


can Spirit beget that which is unlike 
Spirit. Next. Mrs. Eddy calls attention 
to the fact that nothing ever hap- 
pened to that spiritual creation which 
God pronounced very good. In the 
second chapter of Genesis we read 
that a mist went up from the earth, 
and with the coming of a mist seemed 
to appear mortality, or a man made 
from dust. But does a mist destroy 
anything? No, it only hides. So God’s 
perfect creation must be as beautiful 
and intact as when tlie morning stars 
sang together. It has only been hid- 
den from mortal gaze by the mist, or 
mesmerism, if you will, of material 
sense — by ignorance of the true God. 
And from this ignorance, this mistaken 
view, and not from a loving Father, 
comes this mortal, sinning sense of ex- 
istence, this sense of a fallen, de- 
praved man. the opposite of God's 
image and likeness. Therefore with 
boldness, but that boldness born of 
unassailable logic and proof, does the 
Discoverer and Founder of Christian 
Science state that there is in truth but 
one creator and one creation, one God, 
one man, and that man spiritual and 
harmonious now. On this basis, and 
this alone, can the sick he healed, the 
sorrowing comforted, and the sinning 
reformed. 

IS MAN BOTH SPIRITUAL 
AND MATERIAL? 

"But." may interpose someone. “I 
certainly seem to be material. Why 
is it not correct to say that man is 
botli spiritual and material?” 

Let this question be answered by 
a simple illustration, although all ma- 
terial similes necessarily have their 
limitations. But this may help one to 
see why Christian Science insists that 
there are not two men, one spiritual 
and one material, but one alone— the 
spiritual harmonious man of God’s 
creating. And it is the clinging to the 
spiritual fact of being, and resisting 
and repudiating the material seeming, 
that enables tin* scientific Christian to 
banish the mist of sickness and sin. 

LEGEND OF THE LOST PRINCE 

Now for the illustration: The story 
is told of a young prince, who, when 
a very small child, became separated 
from his nurse, and wandered into 
some woods where roamed a gypsy 
band. The gypsies carried the little 
fellow away with them, and brought 
him up us one of their own. Living 
in the great out-of-doors with his cap- 
tors, before many years he became 
nearly as swarthy and browned as the 
gypsies. He wore gypsy clothes, spoke 
the gypsy tongue, and was given a gyp- 
sy name. To all intents and purposes, 
there was a gypsy. He certainly 
looked like one and thought lie was 
one. When liu arrived ut munhood’B 
estate, the gypsy band again roved to 
the woods near the palace, and a 
dear friend of the king who had never 
ceased seeking for the prince, saw 
him, and in spite of the gypsy np- 
pea ranee, recognized him immediately. 
Knowing something of the gypsy 
tongue he said to the young man, 
"Do you know who you are?” The 
other regarded him with a puzzled 
look. “Do I know who I am?” he 
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answered, "of course I do.” And he 
gave a gvpay name. "Ah," snid the 
friend, "but thnt is not your renl 
name. For the truth about you is 
thnt you are the son of our king!” 
The young man shook his head. "You 
an* mistaken," said he. "I am not 
the king’s son. I am a gypsy." "I 
know you aecvl to lie,” said ihe friend, 
but the fact is, you are not.” 

"If what you say is true,” replied 
the other, “tiiere must be two of me — 
this gypsy here, and the son of the 
king,— I don’t know where he is.” 

"No.” persisted the friend, "there 
is only one of you, and I am telling 
you about that one. That one is the 
son of our king.” 

Then snid the young man, and he 
confidently expected that this question 
would settle the matter: "If I really 
am this son of the king, where did 
the gypsy come from?” 


The friend replied that he would 
discuss the question of the gypsy no 
further, for lie was not a gypsy; in 
fact, the only place a gypsy seemed to 
exist was in his ignorance, his mis- 
conception as to his origin; for all the 
time lie had been the son of the king. 

VICTIMS OF IGNORANCE 

And how like the experience of 
mortals has this been! Victimized by 
ignorance of the true God and the 
true man, the true Father and the 
true son, mortals have accepted this 
material Adam-view of creation. They 
speak the tongue and think the 
thoughts of materiality. They adopt 
the customs of the race of Adam in 
expecting and experiencing sin, sick- 
ness. trouble, limitation, imperfection, 
old age, and death. And when the Sci- 
ence of Christianity, the spiritual 
truth taught by Jesus, which is the 
best friend mankind ever had, pro- 
claims the fact that man is spiritual, 
the image of Spirit and the son of the 
King, the average mortal looks 
at his mortality, accepts as truth 
that which he sees with his eyes 
and hears with his ears, and says 
dubiously, "How can I believe it? 
Don’t I know that I am material?” 

BASING CREATION UPON MATTER 
INSTEAD OF SPIRIT 

The impossibility of working from 
two standpoints, one spiritual and 
the other material, was illustrated in 
the following experience: A man of 
my acquaintance was literally going to 
pieejes with drink. He tried different 
"cures,” but all to no avail. Final- 
ly a friend asked me if I would try to 
"use my religion on him,” as he ex- 
pressed it. I knew nothing about 
Christian Science at the time, but was 
a member of a Christian church. I 
might say that my understanding of 
creation began with the second chap- 
ter of Genesis, rather than the first 
— with the Adam-man, rather than with 
the spiritual image and likeness of 
Jod of the first chapter. It was not 
long before I had an opportunity to 
"use my religion.” The man in ques- 
tion was just recovering from a pro- 
longed period of intoxication, and I 
sought an interview with him. Telling 
him that I and his other friends were 
earnestly desirous of helping him, I 
launched forth into a stinging indict- 
ment of his evil ways. I graphically 
pictured his weakness, his submission 
to appetite and its consequent deg- 
radation. My thought was first to 
convince him how bad he was, and 
then to bid him with God’s help rise 
above his sin. But I had proved a 
bungling comforter. I had so con- 
vinced iiim that the truth about him 
was that he was a degraded, weak, 
sinning son of Adam, and not that he 
was a spiritual son of the King, with 
dominion over all the earth, that I 
was informed later that the poor fel- 
low was not sober for two weeks 
after I had finished "using my re- 
ligion.” I respectfully submit that 
there was something radically wrong 
with that treatment. And I believe 
every thinking person can seo where 
t ho error lay: I made Adam, material- 
ity, my starting point, and saw it as 
the truth, rather than God’s spiritual 
creation. 

HEALING FOLLOWS CORRECT 
VIEW 

Lot me, by way of contrast, draw 
J another picture. A man victimized by 
the appetite for liquor, drugs, or 
tobacco, seeks out a Christian Sci- 
ence practitioner. In the course of 
his work the Scientist may find it 
necessary to utter a strong and 
awakening rebuke, but ho realizes 
that be is rebuking evil, and not man. 
Should one see a beautiful butterfly 


caught in a spider’s web, would one 
say: "Look at that wretched butter- 
fly!” Certainly not. The condemnation 
or rebuke would be for the spider and 
its web, not for the butterfly. Now the 
Christian Scientist, basing his argu- 
ment on the goodness of God and 
man’s eternal likeness to his Maker, 
proceeds to thank the Father thnt 
His image must be undeflled, pure, 
and harmonious, now and forever. He, 
therefore, is not striving to change 
man, but to reveal man; and as he 
refuses to be mesmerized by the gypsy- 
appearance, and clings to man’s pres- 
ent dominion and satisfaction ns the 
son of the King, in that proportion 
will that which is called healing 
tnko place. 

"HE PROBLEM OF INTEMPERANCE 

Let us consider for a moment the 
problem of intemperance. The Chris- 
tian Scientist docs not indulge in in- 
toxicants for the simple reason that 
he has learned that there is no real 
pleasure or satisfaction in such indul- 
gences. Many turn to so-called stimu- 
lants because they crave a feeling of 
well-being, supposed to follow in the 
wake of strong drink. The Christian 
Scientist has found a more excellent 
method. He strives to partake of the 
wine of inspiration, rather than the 
wine of fermentation, and through the 
knowing of that Love "divinely near” 
(Poems, p. 6) eternally satisfying, 
strengthening, and upholding man, he 
gains a sense of peace and satisfaction 
and well-being never experienced be- 
fore. 

Christian Science, therefore, is not 
engaged in taking joy from mortals, it 
is in the glorious business of giving 
to mankind real joy and lasting sat- 
isfaction — that joy which the master 
said no man should take from us. 

AN INSTANCE OF HEALING 

A man sadly victimized by the drug 
and liquor habit once sought out a 
Christian Science practitioner. He told 
the Scientist of his unhappy plight, of 
his degradation, and the loss of money, 
friends, and self-respect, and then 
said: "In fact, there is only one per- 
son in all the world who thinks that 
there is any good in me. and that is my 
little three-year-old child; but of 
course,” he added sorrowfully, "she 
does not know any better!” Then said 
the practitioner, "If that is the case, 
your little girl is the only one in all 
your world who has caught a glimpse 
of the real you; for in God’s sight, the 
man of His creating, your real spiritual 
selfhood, is just as good, just as beau- 
tiful, just as undeflled as that child 
says he is.” And I want to report that 
this revolutionary message so startled 
the material dreamer, and so clearly 
revealed man’s real spiritual status, 
from that very day he found his tor- 
menting desires gone, never to return; 
and he realized with joy that his little 
girl was not deceived after all, and that 
in truth God’s man is pure and free. 

BUSINESS PROBLEMS 

"In what way could the understand- 
ing of Christian Science aid in the so- 
lution of a business problem?” some- 
one may ask. And the answer is, that 
the basic rule of scientific being, where- 
with one is able to silence sin and 
eradicate disease, operates in the so- 
called business realm as surely as in 
the mental or bodily realm. The Chris- 
tian should feel as free to rely on a 
spiritual method for the healing of a 
sick business as for the healing of a 
sick body. In fact, the Master-meta- 
physician overcame a sense of lack of 
supply as readily as a lack of strength 
or health. 

TRUE BUSY-NESS 

At the age of twelve, Christ Jesus 
announced that he was about his Fath- 
er’s business, and what a marvelously 
successful business man he became! 
The primary meaning of the word busi- 
ness is, “the state of being busy or 
active"; and the Master exemplified 
this busy-ness in every thought, word, 
and deed. Recognizing God, Spirit, as 
his Father, and the son as the image 
or reflection of the Father, he laid 
down these fundamental rules for all 
righteous activity: "The Son can do 
nothing of himself, but what he seeth 
the Father do.” And again, "My Fath- 
er worketh hitherto, and I work.” Thus 
Christ Jesus showed that man’s true 
ctivity or busy-ness was not the selfish 
pursuit of material gain, but the re- 
flection or expression of omni-active 
intelligence and good. 

MAN NOT A BURDEN-BEARER 

Business men and women who are 
students of Christian Science will tell 
you that marvelous solutions of vexing 
problems come about when they 
glimpse these truths, ami realize, even 
in small meusure, that man is not an 
independent mental machine, burdened 
and perplexed, but the very manifesta- 
tion or reflection of the all-wise intelli- 
gence, which is God Himself. “My 
Father worketh hitherto, and I work”! 
The next time you find yourself con- 
fronted with a veritable stone wall, and 
know not what move to make, think 
of this wonderful rule and strive to 
apply it. It is not the Father’s will 
that you should spend sleepless nights 
and anguished days in tho effort to 
devise a method of escape from this 
calamity, or a remedy for that prob- 
lem. "My Father worketh hitherto”! 
Tho one infinite Mind, governing the 
whole universe, is working, eternally 
working, and His plan for the least 
of His ideas is harmony, peace, and 
heavenly sustaining. Mankind’s need 
is to lift thought above the mist of the 
human seeming, refuse to be dismayed, 
and commence the glorious work of 
reflecting the all-knowing, all-govern- 
ing!*! n tell igence. In one of her short- 
er writings (Miscellaneous Writings, 
p. 300) Mrs. Eddy states, “God gives 
you His spiritual ideas, and in turn, 
they give you duily supplies." There- 
fore tho man or woman who realizes 
that the primal need is to gain spiritu- 
al ideus, rather than money, is oil the 
highway leading to a successful work- 
iug-out of his problem. 

HAGAR’S NEED 

Tuke, for exuiuplu, the case of Ha- 
gur, Sarah’s bondmaid, whom Abruhum 
cast out. At first reading of this Old 



Testament nnrrativo it would appear 
thnt Hngnr's need was food and drink; 
and yet it developed thnt ull sho need- 
ed was a spiritual iden. It will be re- 
called that the unhappy womnn took 
her child and wandered out In tho 
wilderness, where it seemed that star- 
vation would surely overtake her. 
Soon, the record ntates, the wnter in 
her bottle was spent, and she cast tho 
child under some shrubs wliero she 
could not see it die, and hopelessly 
resigned herself to her seemingly hope- 
less fate. There seemed no way out. 
Ah, but there was a way, and such a 
simple way! We read that an angel — 
a spiritual idea — whispered to her 
thought, "Fear not!” And then it Is 
recorded thnt God opened her eyes and 
she saw a well of water. The well had 
apparently been there all the time, 
but she, like so many of earth’s blind- 
d cues, had closed her thought and her 
henrt to the angel-messages which 
ever point outward and upward, and 
which ever find a way. 

Is it not true that a man blinded by 
self-pity, immersed in the argument of 
lack, and mesmerized by fear and the 
limitations of sense-testimony, can 
look straight at an avenue of escape 
and not see it? Is not the need of the 
business Hagars of to-day a more spir- 
itual view, a higher sense of things, 
which will banish fear and limitation 
and open the doors of thought for the 
reception of right, saving ideas? Do 
you not know men and women who 
spend valuable moments bewailing the 
fact, Hagar-like, that there is nothing 
but ruin ahead, and that there is no 
possible way out? To one looking 
through Hagar’s spectacles, a splendid 
business opportunity, or other solu- 
tion of tho problem, might come right 
up to him and yet be unseen. 

THE FATHER’S BUSINESS 

If one is meeting one of the world’s 
legitimate needs; if he is selling good 
goods, honest goods honestly, relying 
on truth rather than on suggestion 
and modern high-pressure methods 
for making the sales; if he is direct- 
ing an honest business, honestly, lov- 
ingly mindful of the welfare of his 
humblest employee; if justice and co- 
operation are displacing selfish greed 
and tyrannical methods; if on the 
other hand, he is an employee and 
realizes that in rendering faithful 
cheery service to his employer he is 
really working for Principle, — then 
truly may he know that he is about 
his Father’s business, and that gov- 
erning him and protecting him is the 
law of immutable good and harmony. 
Only so long ns one bears the gypsy- 
label of the Adam-man in his heart, 
can he be robbed of his joy and ac- 
tivity and supply. Note the freedom, 
the success, the absence of burden 
with the business man or Avoman 
who says each morning: “I am the 
child of the King! Dear Father, 
what are the orders for the day? 
Here I am. Use me!” 

PRAYER THAT HEALS THE SICK 

"This is a beautiful theory,” says 
someone, "and it might help a sin- 
ful man, or one worried with business 
problems. But what about a sick man 
— a man really sick?” Go to any 
Wednesday evening meeting of the 
hundreds of Christian Science church- 
es spread throughout the civilized 
world, and hear tiiere testimonies and 
experiences of those Avho have been 
henled of practically every known dis- 
ease through this spiritual teaching. 
You will find that these people have 
taken the Apostle at his word Avhen 
he said: “Is any among you 
afflicted? Let him pray. . . . The ef- 
fectual fervent prayer of a righteous 
man availeth much.” But the prayer 
which has healed them has not been 
a blind petitioning to a God who sup- 
posedly afflicts His children. Rather 
has it been based upon such an un- 
derstanding as the friend had Avho 
kneAv that the prince Avas not a gypsy. 
To refer to this simile again, sup- 
pose the prince had said to the friend, 
“Won’t you pray for me, that I may 
be healed of this gypsy-sense?" Could 
one picture the friend then addressing 
the Almighty and imploring Him to 
remove the gypsy? Such a prayer 
indeed Avould be asking amiss. That 
friend clings to the facts — communes, 
if you Avill, Avitli the truth as to the 
prince’s being, and refusing to be 
swayed by sense-testimony, eventually 
dispels the other's ignorance. And 
what Avould be the first sign of an 
aAvakening Avitli the prince? Would 
it not be an expression of joy 
and gratitude on meeting his parents 
and learning his real status? So the 
prayer that dispels the mesmerism 
of sickness, of pain, of helplessness, 
must not begin Avith such a phrase 
as, "O God, who hast seen fit to visit 
this child Avitli affliction"; rather 
must it be a song of thanksgiving 
that a loving Father hath already done 
all things Avell, and that His law 
never causes disease, but annihilates 
it. Did not Jesus preface his mighty 
work at the tomb of Lazarus Avith 
tho words, “Father, I thank thee”? 
Gratitude, therefore, is not only a 
very pleasing quality to possess, but 
is the precious forerunner and certain 
symbol of an nwukening from the 
Adam-dream of discord and distress. 

AN INSTANCE OF HEALING 

A woman suffering from what the 
physicians called tuberculosis, and 
particularly harassed Avitli a Avretch- 
ed cough, turned to a Christian Sci- 
ence practitioner for holp. Faith- 
fully did the Scientist strive to 
uwuken a sense of gratitude in the 
patient, but all to no avail. The pa- 
tient Avas a gypsy, and knew that 
she Avas a gypsy, and that settled It. 
Wlmt avus there to be grateful for In 
that? Finally one night, Avhen tho 
poor womuu avus about worn out with 
the cough, the light broke in upon 
her thought and she said nloud: "Now 
I know what I can thank God for! I 
can at least thank Him that I know 
that Ho never made a cough or laws 
of disease! I can thank Him I am 
learning that this is only a dream 
und is not happening in His beautiful 
kingdom. I can thank Him for that!” 
After this, an evon more violent spell 
of coughing seemed to ovortuke her. 
Calmly sho uddressed tho error: “I 
refuse to he dismayed und I refuse 
to fight you uny longer, I am thunk-

Kiwanis Club 


Miss Harriet Parsons of the Newton 
Welfare Bureau, was the speaker at 
the weekly meeting of the Newton Ki- 
wanis Club on Tuesday at the Charles 
River Country Club. Miss Parsons 
described most interestingly the work, 
of the Bureau which is supported in 
part by private contributions and in 
part by the Newton Community Chest 
Inc. 

The work of the agency is exten- 
sive and Its problems many. Cases 
which cannot, by their very nature, be 
taken care of by the City’s welfare de- 
partment are administered unto by 
this great humane organization. Young 
men who have been unsuccessful in 
securing work are aided both by con- 
structive advice and by financial aid. 
Many boys have obtained permanent 
paying positions through the tireless 
work of Miss Parsons and the agency. 

Food, clothes, rent, medical and den- 
tal services are rendered by the agency 
in certain cases. Families have been 
held together during distressing times 
by the personal and efficiently humane 
efforts of Miss Parsons and her as- 
sistants. The agency renders valua- 
ble aid in many individual cases where 
a man may have been thrown out of 
work due to business conditions. 
Through the cooperative efforts of the 
agency many opportunities have been 
found for these unfortunate men and 
women and the encouraging facts in 
all of these cases is that once these 
people are back on their feet they al- 
most always repay the agency for any 
financial aid they may have received. 

The agency does a great deal of 
camp work with children in the sum- 
mer and supplements this line of en- 
deavor by supplying milk and food to 
a large number of Tubercular cases 
throughout the city. As a member of 
the Traveler’s Aid Society the agency 
hns been instrumental in helping many 
boys home from distant cities in which 
they have found themselves stranded. 

The great humane work of the agen- 
cy is becoming better known here in 
our city and Miss Parsons closed her 
talk with a request to all of the mem- 
bers for information on any cases 
where the Newton Welfare Bureau 
may be of any assistance, moral, phy- 
sical or financial. 

The meeting next week will be in 
charge of Past President Ernest Gib-

ing God that you aren't happening!” 
Soon like a babe, she dropped off into 
a sweet sleep, and from that 
moment began the liberation. Within 
a short spare of time she was whole. 
A miracle? No, the morning light of 
gratitude broke into the dark chamb- 
er of ignorance, and she awoke to 
lind herself not a diseased mortal, 
but the joyous, free child of the King. 

THERE IS NO DEFEAT 

“And yet,” says someone, “Christian 
Scientists have passed away. What 
do you say about that?” The Christian 
Scientist admits with regret but not 
discouragement, his failure to measure 
up to the Christ-ideal in all chses. He 
is, however, tremendously grateful for 
the progress already made; and he re- 
fuses to admit that those who have 
passed from sight clinging to the glo- 
rious facts of being have gone down 
to defeat. They must be nearer the 
complete sense of dominion over evil 
by reason of each step Spiritward 
taken here; while those seemingly left 
behind experience a comforting and 
peace the world cannot comprehend, 
in the realization that God's children 
are not separated, no matter what 
sense-testimony argues, and that the 
loving Father-Mother of ali and His 
glorious family of undying ideas, are 
now rejoicing in an eternity of bliss 
together.

ent I would be dropped into the depths 
The picture was so terrifying that in- 
variably I would cry aloud in my 
sleep. This would bring my mother 
speedily to my side; and then, right 
through the awful dream-pictures and 
long before they faded from thought. 
I would hear my mother’s voice saying 
“Why, little son. I am here — mother 
is right here! everything is all right; 
see. it was only a dream!" And oh. 
such a wave of gratitude would sweep 
over me And while the waking was 
not always speedily accomplished, 
there was nevertheless the blessed 
dawning sense that the unhappy vision 
was not true and that the mother was 
right there. And now to you and to 
me in the midst of our Adam-dream 
of sickness, of heartache, of fear, of 
limitation, and of ignorance sounds the 
voice of the Father-Mother God, saying 
gently: “Fear thou not. for I am with 
thee.

NEWTON BEATS CANTABS 
IN SEASON S FIRST GAME 

The Newton High School football 
eleven opened Its 1937 season auspi- 
ciously last Saturday afternoon by 
trouncing the Cambridge Latin grid- 
dots.

connect the Peruvian discovery with 
the fruits which the Aztecs of Mex- 
ico called “Tomatl.” 

In process of time seeds of this 
“tomatl”*grown in Spain found their 
way to Morocco, where they first 
became known as the “apple of Mo- 
rocco.” There the Italians found it 
and translated this term into “Porno 
dei Mori.” When it finally reached 
France it became Pomme d’Amour. 
Thus did our English cousins ar- 
rive at the term “love apple” now 
used for the tomato in various lan- 
guages. 

The earliest colonists to reach this 
continent brought seeds with them, 
among them those of love apples, 
which in those days were cherished 
more for the beauty of their fruit 
than their service as a food. Not 
until the beginning of the Nine- 
teenth century did the tomato de- 
scend from its ornamental position 
among the posies to its lowly place 
in the vegetable garden. 

The real history of the tomato as 
an economic factor starts around 
1847, states a writer in the New 
York World-Telegram. It was then 
that the pioneer tomato grower of 
this country, A. W. Livingston, of 
Ohio, started to take the tomato 
seriously. What he found was a pin 
cushion shaped fruit, more or less 
hollow, tough and full of acid juice. 
The evolution of the tomato forms 
a fascinating chapter in the history 
of American vegetables.

The much needed parking space at 
Newton Corner which has been sought 
for years by merchants in that dis- 
trict, will soon become a reality, ac- 
cording to present plans. The park- 
ing space will, if negotiations with the 
city go through, be located on land 
owned by the R. C. Taylor estate at 
Pearl Court, and the rear of Bacon 
Block, Newton. It contains about 28,- 
000 square feet and will provide park- 
ing for between 150 and 200 cars. There 
are seven old structures on the prop- 
erty and six of these will be razed. 
The buildings to be torn down con- 
tain fourteen tenements. This week 
the tenants were given 30 days’ notice 
to move. 

For many years there has been 
great need of parking space at New- 
ton Corner, and the decadence of that 
section as a shopping centre has been 
largely attributed to lack of parking 
space. The land owner by the Taylor 
estate nt Pearl court has been fre- 
quently mentioned as a logical site for 
the parking area. For a number of 
months Phillips Byfleld, agent of the 
Taylor estate in Newton, has been ne- 
gotiating with Mayor Childs and City 
Solicitor Bartlett on tills matter. It 
was understood that the city, In return 
for the use of the land as a public park- 
ing area, would rebate the taxes which 
would ordinarily be assessed on the 
land. The matter was brought be- 
fore the Board of Aldermen and re- 
ferred to the Public Works Committee 
at the meeting on Monday night. Some 
of the members of the Hoard of Aider- 
men are of the opinion that the city 
should not assume control over the 
proposed parking area, hut that New- 
ton Corner merchants should co-oper- 
ate in this matter with the Taylor es- 
tate.

Wilfred Dart, 34, formerly of Bacon 
st., Newton, who was arrested In Bos- 
ton on September 25 for participating 
in the robbery of a number of watch- 
es from the E. B. Horn jewelry store 
on Washington st., Boston, was brought 
before the Governor and the Execu- 
tive Council last Friday evening, and 
ordered, by vote of the Council, to be 
returned to State Prison to continue a 
life sentence. Several witnesses tes- 
tified before the Council that they had 
.seen Dart hurl a brick through a win- 
dow at the jewelry store early on the 
morning of September 25. Another man 
who was with Dart grabbed nine 
watches from the window. Both rob- 
bers were caught by Boston police 
within a few minutes after the rob- 
bery had been committed. 

On the afternoon of June 13, 1931, 

Dart shot and fatally wounded Charles 
Bernard of Jamaica Plain, as the lat- 
ter was seated In an automobile on l 
Pearl st., near Jackson rd.. Newton. 

Dart had been seated In the car with 
Bernard, and was alighting from the 
automobile when he pulled the gun 
and shot the Jamaica Plain man. Dart 
made his escape and was captured 
some months later by Newton police | 
in Hingham. On November 6, 1931 
Dart was found guilty of second degree 
murder in Middlesex Superior Court 
at Cambridge and sentenced to a life 
term in State Prison. On December 
24, 1936, Dart was one of several long 
term criminals, including murderers,

As the candidates have about six more weeks 
before nomination papers must be filed it will be uncertain for 
some time just who the candidates may be. However, from 
various reports and rumors being circulated, it seems evident 
that there will be but a very few, if any, candidates unopposed 
for the offices on the ballot, — mayor, aldermen or school 
committee. 

This is as it should be for the sake of good government. Con- 
tests for political offices always tend to increase the interest of 
the electorate and thus induce a larger percentage of registered 
voters to exercise their right of franchise. The greater the 
percentage of votes cast the lesser the possibility of minority 
candidates being elected. In our form of democratic govern- 
ment one of its greatest weaknesses has been the indifference 
of the voters in casting their ballots and thereby inviting 
such minority rule. The city of Newton needs capable and 
efficient men in elected positions. There are many such 
living among us. Yet they will not consent to become candi- 
dates knowing that their own friends and neighbors are among 
the indifferent voters of the past. 

As an aid to the furtherance of good government in Newton 
the voters at the coming city election will also be asked by 
referendum to adopt or reject the biennial system of elections 
here. In the coming two months every voter should become 
acquainted with the provisions of this system. Incidentally 
the adoption of the system will mean that the coming election 
will be the last annual election and the last election held 
in December in Newton. 


HOME OWNERS’ WEEK 

The coming week is known as Home Owners’ Week. The 
advance of modern civilization has not only provided many 
improvements, conveniences, and appliances for the home, 
but it has also provided a volume of building and business 
which makes a home more readily accessible to the average 
home-seeker. It is comparatively far easier to own a home 
today than it was a few decades ago. In most banks interested 
families will find complete information about home-owning 
opportunities in their neighborhood brought up to the minute in 
co-operation with a state-wide program along these lines. 
Many stores, utility organizations, and others concerned with 
the home and home furnishings have services and advisers 
available for the purpose of aiding the home-loving person. 

Home building in Massachusetts during the past seven 
years has shown an almost constant growth and is approx- 
imately sixty per cent more active than in 1930. Costs have 
increased considerably in the past twelve months, although 
the greater part of this increase is due to additional equip- 
ment now considered a necessity in the modern home. 

During the so-called era of prosperity and the speculative* 
period real estate, as well as other assets, was generally 
rated far and above its normal or even proper value. With 
the depression came a sudden deflation of values. Real estate 
activity failed to continue through the scarcity of money and 
the continuance of high assessments and taxes. Although the 
dissatisfaction over high taxes will continue for some time, 
real estate today still remains as one of the soundest of in- 
vestments. And today it is considerably less expensive to 
finance the purchase of a home through liberal direct-reduc- 
tion mortgages over periods up to twenty years at lower 
interest charges than for years. Financial institutions are seek- 
ing good property in which to place available funds. The op- 
portunity is at hand. If you are interested in owning your 
own home and your prospects for the future are reasonably 
sound the opportunity should not be passed by. 


COLUMBUS DAY 

Nearly four and a half centuries ago Christopher Columbus 
discovered America. Setting out on a commercial venture to 
find a new trade route around the world his discovery of the 
new continent gave added impetus to the advance of civiliza- 
tion. Pioneers of that day became the founders of the New 
World. Pioneers of a later day became the founders of this 
nation and leaders in its development as the leading nation 
of the world. Today there remains little space upon this earth 
that lies undiscovered or undeveloped. There are, however, 
countless pioneers delving into the thousands of interesting 
fields that the world of today has opened for us. In honoring 
Columbus let us keep in mind that men of humble parentage, 
such as he, may become the discoverers of these New Worlds 
of tomorrow.

Annuity Refused 
To Mrs. Charlton 

The Newton Board of Aldermen 
spent about two hours on Monday 
night arguing over the granting of an 
annuity to Mrs. Delphine Charlton, 
widow of Charles J. Charlton, a New- 
ton fireman, who died on May 5th 
of this year. Charlton was 43 years 
of age, had served in the war as a 
member of the 101st Infantry, and 
had boon a member of the fire depart- 
ment for 16 yenrs. He was driver of 
Engine 8 at Nonantum and on April 
19. 1934. sprained his left ankle when 
he alighted from the fire truck. He 
died from Berger’s disease and his 
widow claims that the ankle injury 
caused her husband’s death. A long 
conference in executive session pre- 
ceded the open debate on this matter. 
Also considered In tho conference and 
the subject of considerable debate was 
the question of granting n claim of 
$492 presented by Arthur McCarthy, 
also a member of the Newton fire de- 
partment. McCarthy, a member of 
Engine 3 crew, was off duty for 6 
months this year following an opera- 
tion for appendicitis. He claimed the 
appendicitis wns caused by a strain 
he received while pulling on a hose 
line at a fire. 

In reporting on the Charlton claim, 
Alderman Itawson, chairman of the 
Claims Committee of the Aldermen, 
stated that during 1934 Charlton had 
been off duty a number of times be- 
cause of the trouble with his ankle, 
but during 1936 he had worked more 
regularly. He explained that Mrs. 
Charlton is 44 years of age, has a life 
expectancy of 29 years, according to 
life insurance statistics, and the an- 
nuity would be $1000 yearly. In ad- 
dition she has three children, one of 
whom was born nfter Mr. Charlton’s 
death. Annuities of $200 yearly would 
have to he paid for each child until 
it reaches the age of 18. should the 
claim be granted. Mr. Rawson said 
that the Claims Committee held two 
hearings on the Charlton claim. At 
these hearings medical testimony was 
offered by Dr. Warren Marston, who 
was Charlton’s physician; Dr. Louis 
Pilcher, and Dr. Kenneth Coonse. 
orthopedic expert on the Newton Hos- 
pital staff, who treated Charlton, and 
City Physician A. C. Cummings, who 
investigated the case. 

Dr. Marston and Dr. Pilcher w’ere 
present at the meeting of the Aider- 
men on Monday night and were asked 
questions by various members. Dr. 
Marston contended that the injury to 
Charlton s ankle resulted in Berger’s 
disease which caused the fireman’s 
death. Dr. Pilcher said that the cause 
of Berger’s disease is unknown, but. 
the ankle injury might have been re- 
sponsible. He would not state definite- 
ly that it was responsble. Dr. Coonse’s 
testimony at the hearings was to the 
effect that he had never heard of 
Berger’s disease resulting from an 
ankle injury, that both of Charlton’s 
legs had become affected from the dis- 
ease, and that he saw no connection 
between the ankle injury and the dis- 
ease. The direct cause of Charlton’s 
death was an embolism which followed 
an operation in an effort to overcome 
the disease. 

Alderman McCabe, with Aider- 
man Cronin of the Claims Committee, 
favored the granting of the claim. He 
argued that Dr. Marston’s testimony 
should carry weight as he had been 
Charlton’s physician for many years, 
and had thorough knowledge of the 
case. McCabe said that Dr. Cummings 
had never seen Charlton, ami that Dr. 
Coonse was a witness paid by the 
city. Alderman Cronin said that two 
physicians had stated the injury might 
have caused the disease. When the 
vote was taken on the question the 
majority report of the Claims Commit- 
tee was sustained 14 to 5. Those 
voting in the negative were Aldermen 
Barwise, Cronin, Fahey, McCabe and 
McKay. 

On the claim of Arthur McCarthy, 
Chairman Itawson of the Claims Com- 
mittee stated that the city had paid 
the petitioner for the three months’ 
limit allowed for sick leave. He was 
then paid by the Firemen’s Relief As- 
sociation for the balance of the time he 
was absent from duty. Rawson said 
that the hospital report of McCarthy’s 
case had made no reference to any 
injury received while the claimant was 
pulling the hose line. Alderman Mc- 
Cabe answered that because the ap- 
plicant was so seriously ill, it could 
not he expected that lie would mention 
the injury at the hospital. Dr. William 
O’Halloran, who had attended McCar- 
thy. had testified that the injury re- 
ceived by the fireman had aggravated 
a chronic appendix trouble. Alderman 
McCabe asserted that if we expect the 
police and firemen of this city to do 
their duty, we must protect them. The 
McCarthy claim was refused by the 
Board. The vote was the same as on 
the Charlton matter; 14 sustaining the 
majority report of the Claims Commit- 
tee and 5 opposing. Those voting in 
the negative were Aldermen Barwise, 
Colby, Fahey, Cronin and McCabe. 

B & A Asks City 
To Pay For Roof 

A claim has been presented against 
the city by the Boston & Albany rail- 
road company. The railroad asks for 
$21.93 in payment for repairs on the 
roof of the Newton Centre railroad 
station. The roof was damaged by a 
power shovel which the Street De- 
partment used while resurfacing Union 
st. nour the depot.

62 YEARS AGO 


Newton Republican, Oct. 9, 1875 
Patrick Sullivan of Newton, who 
was shot a few weeks ago by Patrol- 
man Hoyt, while the latter was arrest- 
ing him, Is dead. It was thought the 
shooting was the cause of his death. 
A post-mortem examination of tho 
body demonstrates that he died of ty- 
phoid pneumonia. No bullet was 
found in his body. 


Tho concrete sidewalks laid this 
year are, in most cases, an improve- 
ment over those lnid last year. Many 
of the wmlks put down then are still 
very soft. For months they were so 
as to be tracked into houses to the 
great annoyance of the tidy housewife, 
whose soiled carpets cried out at one 
time in a petition to the City Council 
for an abatement of this nuisance. 


An informal meeting was held on 
October 6th at the house of Daniel 
Dewey, Esq., Walnut pk., Newton, to 
take Into consideration the getting up 
of a Centennial Tea Party, to he held 
in Eliot Hall the latter part of this 
month.

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday afternoon the com- 
mittee on police reported that there 
was not sufficient money to provide a 
day policeman at Auburndale, but they 
thought the necessity existed. The 
Boar vote to have a day patrolman 
there, and Charles Heustis was ap- 
pointed. 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday the following ordi- 
nance was reported by Alderman 
Pratt — "No person shall ride any horse

is driving as to he able at all times to 
guide, restrain and govern the same.”

50 YEARS AGO 


Newton Graphic, Oct. 8, 1887

There would be no doubt of their being 
let at once. 


Thursday morning a team owned by 
Mr. Paxton, the caterer, came rushing 
down Centre st., distributing ice cream 
tubs and cans on the way. Near the 
library a wheel on the wagon hit the 
fender of a buggy in which a lady was 
seated. The blow as a glancing one 
and the lady was not injured. 


Mr. H. H. Cutler’s tricycle was 
struck and carried along from Hub- 
hard & Proctor’s drug store nearly to 
Bush’s stable, and there deposited, 
badly shattered.

A petition was received by the Al- 
dermen on Monday night from the 
Cambridge Street Railway Company, 
stating that the road has been making 
experiments in electricity, and was ex- 
pecting to use a car run by an electric 
motor. If successful the company in- 
tended to use cars run with these mo- 
tors instead of horses. Permission to 
do so has been granted the company by 
both Cambridge and Boston. They al- 
low the use of storage batteries in 
cars, but do not permit the system of 
overhead wires and poles. An order 
witli similar restrictions was passed.

Powers’ Paragraphs 
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The radio address delivered by Su- 
preme Court Justice Black last Friday 
night relative to his membership in 
the Ku Klux Klnn wns a poor apology. 
Mr. Black is smart, but he wasn’t 
very clever in denouncing bigotry 
and intolerance, and then admitting 
that about 15 years ago he joined an 
organization which thrived on religious 
and racial prejudice. Justice Black 
was no juvenile when he beenme a 
member of the Ku Klux Klan, he knew 
its principles, or Inck of principles. 
Any man who subscribes to a move- 
ment which “fans the flames of ha- 
tred,” when it served his political pur- 
poses to do so, and later denounces 
the projection of religious and ra- 
cial issues into political campaigns, 
when It serves his purpose to do so, 
proves himself to be insincere, a char- 
latan, and an opportunist. 

Justice Black says he resigned from 
the Klan. hut he did not give the 
date of his resignation. He says he 
did not keep the unsolicited member- 
ship card given to him nfter he was 
elected Senator. What did he do with 
it? Did he publicly refuse It? 

Justice Black, in our opinion will 
not be asked by the President to re- 
sign from the Supreme Court. We do 
not believe that Congress will seri- 
ously endeavor to have him impeached. 
We have little respect for some of 
the Senators who recently have been 
making such a brave show of attack- 
ing Black. They knew of his mem- 
bership in the Ku Klux Klan when 
they voted to confirm his appointment 
to tho Supreme Court. Now. they 
are pandering to public opinion. They 
are ns Inconsistent and hypocritical in 
certain things as tho slick politician 
and jurist from Alabama. 


We believe that President Roosevelt 
was sincere when he made his speech 
at Chicago on Tuesday, denouncing 
those nations which threaten the peace 
of the world. But, that speech cer- 
tainly diverted attention from the con- 
troversy over Justice Black. 

Isn’t it nice of the Duke of Wind- 
sor and his wife to announce that they 
Intend to visit the United States to 
study working and housing conditions. 
This activity of the Duke and the 
Duchess is quite significant in view 
of their past records in sociological 
work. Just before the storm broke 
over the abdicated king because of 
his determination to marry the then 
Mrs. Simpson, he visited the poverty 
stricken coal regions in his country, 
and dramatically expressed his solici- 
tude for the miners and their fami- 
lies. But we didn’t read of donations 
from him to relieve the needs of the 
poor miners, although he had been lav- 
ish In his expenditures for gifts to the 
woman he loved. If the Duke and the 
Duchess announced that they intend 
to come to this country to enjoy the 
social honors which many wealthy 
Americans will vie in heaping on them, 
and the acclaim they will receive from 
a large percentage of the “hoi polloi,” 
they would have displayed more can- 
dor. 


The announcement by Alderman 
Clarence Colby that he will be a can- 
didate for Mayor, was not entirely un- 
expected. For several months there 
have been rumors that Mr. Colby 
might bo a candidate for the office. He 
has not shown undue haste in throw- 
ing his hat in the ring. To date 
Mayor Childs has not definitely stated 
that he will be a candidate for re- 
election. but months ago, he intimnted 
to persons who questioned him. that 
he will once again seek the office. In 
deferring his announcement, the 
Mayor is only following the practice 
he used during the many times he 
has been a candidate. Two years ago. 
after much persuasion, the Mayor con- 
sented to have his candidacy an- 


nounced some months prior to tho 
dnte of election. 

Alderman Colby In becoming a can- 
didate for Mayor, and in all probabil- 
ity opposing Mayor Childs, displays 
more courage than Is evidenced by n 
number of Newton men, including 
some other members of the Bnnrd of 
Aldermen, who have had the Mayor- 
alty bee buzzing In their bonnets (or 
Fedoras). The Ward 7 Alderman has 
served efficiently on the Board for 
three years, and has taken his du- 
ties seriously. He is entering a com- 
bat against big odds; assuming that 
Mayor Childs will bo a candidate. If 
General Daniel Needhnin. with the sup- 
port ho received from the Weeks or- 
ganization. could not defont Childs, 
Colby must be accredited with cour- 
age, and a certain degree of confi- 
dence in entering the fray. 

Mr. Colby has a quite different per- 
sonality from Mr. Childs. Instead of 
the sunvity which the Mayor pos- 
sesses to a marked degree, Mr. Colby 
is quite outspoken. One is apt to 
get n wrong impression of the Ward 
7 Alderman, until one becomes fair- 
ly well acquainted with him. We be- 
lieve he tries to he fnir and just in 
his views. He will probably conduct 
an interesting campaign. It Is to the 
advantage of the city to have n con 
test. When anyone Is handed an office 
on a sliver platter, the recipient is 
apt to get the idea he is nearer per- 
fection than is really the fact. 


The numerous burglaries which have 
occurred in Newton the past few 
weeks, naturally resulted in residents 
of this city becoming apprehensive. 
Because of the recklessness of the 
robbers nnd the fact that much of 
their loot consisted of articles of lit- 
tle value, which professional burglars 
would not bother to steal, caused the 
inference that the thieves were lo- 
cal residents, probably youths. This 
has proved to be true. Two youths 
have already been arrested, and have 
admitted some of the burglaries. Both 
are residents of this city. The po- 
lice are still performing extra duty 
on the supposition that all the burg- 
lars have not been caught.

Aldermen Refuse 
Feeley Annuity 

The petition of Mrs. Lillian E. Fee- 
ley of 9 Capitol Ht., Newton, for an an- 
nuity from the City of Newton, was 
given leave to withdraw by the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night. Mrs. 
Feeley is the widow of Francis G. Feo- 
ley who died on May 22, 1934 in the 
Baker Memorial Hospital, Boston. Mrs. 
Feeley had applied for the annuity on 
September 8, 1936 clniming that her 
hushund had died as the result of an 
injury received in the performance of 
duty. 

Francis G. Feeley was horn in New- 
ton and w'as in ids 40th year when 
he died. Ho had been a member of the 
police department for 15 years, and 
had served as a member of the inspec- 
tors division for several years before 
his death. In January, 1934 he was 
promoted to the rank of sergeant. On 
May 11, 1932 Feeley, in company with 
’other policemen was on watch near 
Boylston st.. Newton Centre, for the 
writer of threatening notes which had 
been sent to a Newton Centre resident 
While stalking the note-writer, Feeley 
fell off a stone wall and injured his 
head, hut he remained on duty. A 
few weeks before his death, Feeley 
collapsed while in the court room at 
West Newton. 

In reporting for the Claims Com- 
mittee, which had considered Mrs. Fee- 
ley’s claim Alderman Rawson, chair- 
man of the committee, explained that 
Serg. Feeley had fallen off the wall on 
May 11, 1932 and was attended by Dr. 
Alfred Amendola, but that Feeley did 
not remain off duty. Rawson said that 
Dr. Amendola did not attend Feeley 
again professionally until the latter 
was stricken in 1934. The physician 
diagnosed Feeley’s ailment as caused 
by a brain tumor. The policeman failed 
rapidly, and was operated on at the 
Baker Memorial Hospital. The oper- 
ation did not reveal a tumor. After 
the policeman’s death an autopsy was 
performed and a tumor was found deep 
in the base of the brain. Dr. Amen- 
dola told the committee that in his 
opinion the tumor was caused by the 
fall Feeley had. Dr. S. M. Fitchet and 
Dr. W. J. Mixter were asked for opin- 
ions on the case, Mr. Rawson stated, 
and they said that while a tumor might 
possibly have resulted from the fall 
Feeley received, it was not probable. 
Dr. Henry G. Chase, well known brain 
surgeon, was also asked for his opin- 
ion on the case, and told the Claims 
Committee that Feeley’s fall did not 
cause the tumor which caused 
liis death. Rawson said that evidence 
showed that the Injury received by 
Feeley was a superficial one. He quo-- 
ted the General Laws of the State 
which specify that complications al- 
legedly resulting from injuries re- 
ceived by public employees, and which 
are*the basis of such claims as that in 
the Feeley case, must show natural 
and probable connections. 

Alderman Cronin was the only one of 
the seven members of the Claims Com- 
mittee who favored the granting of the 
Feeley claim. Cronin argued that Dr. 
Amendola had testified that the fall 
caused the tumor in Feeley’s brain, 
and Dr. Chase had admitted that sci- 
ence does not know what causes tu- 
mors. He also said that Dr. Chase 
was not present Avhen the autopsy was 
performed on Feeley. Cronin assert- 
ed that in justice to the taxpayers and 
Feeley’s dependents, the annuity 
should he granted to Mrs. Feeley. He 
said that even if the Aldermen voted to 
grant the annuity, a board of three 
physiciains must then agree that the 
claim is warranted. Alderman Lyon 
called attention to the fact that the 
tumor was found at the base of Fee- 
ley’s brain, whereas the injury re- 
ceived when he fell was at the top of 
the back of his head. Alderman Inch- 
es said that the physicians at the hos- 
pital said they had no record of Dr. 
Amendola having reported to them that 
Feeley had received the injury alleged, 
when the policeman was a patient 
there. Dr. Amendola had stated that 
he made such a report. The Board, 
with Alderman Cronin in the negative, 
voted not to grant Mrs. Feeley’s claim.

Clarence C. Colby, candidate for 
Mayor of Newton, was born in Boston 
in 1879, a descendant of old New Eng- 
land families. His ancestors on both 
sides were descended from colonists 
who settled in Massachusetts prior to 
1660. He graduated from Roxbury Lat- 
in School, from Harvard College in 
1902 and from Harvard Law School in 
1908. Before completing his law stud- 
ies he taught in boys’ schools for three 
years. 

In 1916 he became President and 
General Manager of the Samson Elec- 
tric Company of Canton. Massachu- 
setts. and brought this company to na- 
tional prominence in its line Avith for- 
ty-three sales agencies in foreign 
countries. During this period of his 
management he had no labor troubles 
and Avhat his employees thought of 
him can he seen by an excerpt from 
a letter received from one of his old 
workmen when he avbs a candidate for 
Alderman in 1934.

His 
supporters believe that his business 
and professional experience, his knowl- 
edge of city departments, and his 
sympathetic attitude toward the work- 
ing man qualify him to serve as Mayor.

die-casting with two narrow horizon- 
tal bars, alternating with a single bar 
of somewhat greater width. The 
grilles of both cars taper in a graceful 
“V” to meet the fender aprons which 
sweep in an unbroken line, relieved 
only by slotted louvers across the 
base of the aprons. 

An entirely new type of hood louver 
has been developed to provide invisible 
outlets for escape of engine heat while 
preserving hood lines of unbroken 
simplicity.

Interior detail has been redesigned 
in all body models. Most interesting 
among the changes is the new safety 
dafch with a raised safety instrument 
panel which centers all gauges in di- 
rect line with the vision of the driver 
and at a height which minimizes dis- 
traction from the road. The Instru- 
ment panel is curved smoothly down- 
ward and inward, eliminating projec- 
tions which might cause injury in 
event of a sudden stop. For the same 
reason, cord robe rails have been 
adopted in the rear compartment and 
the top edge of the front seat is cov- 
j ered by thick roll-type padding, 
j A radical change has been made 
j in one important detail — the location 
of the battery. A long, narrow battery 
of the "end to end” type replaces the 
conventional battery and Is located 
alongside the engine under the car 
hood, accessible to service without 
disturbing the car occupants. The new 
locution permits use of such short bat- 
tery cables that lino loss has been re- 
duced to a marked degree. 

Although both the Six and Eight are 
unusually fast and responsive when 
equipped with conventional transmis- 
sion. they attain even higher peaks of 
performance when equipped with tho 
Oldsmobile automatic safety trans- 
mission. This transmission ulso con- 
tributes importantly to both driving 
ease and operating economy, the lat- 
ter resulting from a fourth gour di- 
rect drive which reduces the number 
of motor revolutions and improves 
fuel economy by 18 to 20 per cont.

DR. WlVj. H. WORKMAN 


I)r. William Hunter Workman, world 
famous explorer, died on Thursday 
morning. October 7 at 5 a. m. at his 
homo 300 Franklin st., Newton. He 
was born in Worcester on February 
16, 1847, the son of William and Sarah 
(Hemingway) Workman. He gradu- 
ated from Yale in 1869 and received 
the degree of M.A. from that college 
in 1872. In 1875 he graduated from 
Harvard Medical School. He took 
post graduate courses at the Univer- 
sity of Vienna. University of Heidel- 
berg and University of Munich. From 
1875 until 1879 Dr. Workman served 
as physician at the Worcester Memo- 
rial Dispensary; from 1875 to 1K7S 
he was pathologist at the Worcester 
City Hospital, and from 1878 until 
1887 he was a visiting surgeon on the 
staff of that hospital. 

On June 16. 1881 Dr. Workman mar- 
ried Fannie Bullock, daughter of Alex- 
ander Hamilton Bullock, who was Gov 
ernor of Massachusetts from 1866 to 
1S69. Because of ill health. Dr. Work- 
man retired from active practice in 
1889, and soon after he and his wife 
commenced their exploring activities 
and mountain climbing expeditions 
which won for them international dis- 
tinction. Mrs. Workman died in Paris 
some years ago. Dr. Workman had 
resided in Newton about 12 years, com- 
ing here to make his residence with 
his sister, the late Mrs. Ezra Bying- 
ton. He is survived by one daugh- 
ter, Lady Alexander MacRobert, wi- 
dow of Baronet Alexander MacRobert, 
K.B., LL.D., and K.B.E.. of Scotland.

A DANGEROUS CONDITION 


The accident this week in Newtonville square, although not 
a particularly serious affair, calls attention to a dangerous 
condition that exists in that locality. This condition is natural- 
ly more acute in periods of heavy traffic. We refer to the 
practice of many drivers of making a left turn onto Walnut 
street from Washington street in front of traffic proceeding on 
a green light. It is only natural for drivers with cars which 
possess quick pick-up to attempt to get across in front of 
the oncoming procession of cars that have gathered while 
waiting for the green signal. This action prevents addi- 
tional congestion and entanglement of traffic in the square. 
However, unless steps are taken to correct the situation 
some pedestrian who has been unable to get across Wal- 
nut street on the pedestrian light, or some car picking up 
speed rapidly coming along Washington street is 
likely to become involved in a serious accident. We believe 
that to require automobiles to make a left turn around the 
signal would only tend to increase the congestion that already 
exists in attempting to keep traffic moving regularly through 
this area. The remedy exists in requiring traffic to make a 
left turn only upon a green arrow which should be installed 
there, and further requiring drivers to stay in the proper lane 
of traffic in which to make this turn. As it is now many driv- 
ers make bad matters worse by making a third lane of traffic 
on that side of Washington street designed for east-bound 
moving vehicles. We suggest that traffic officials make a 
survey of the traffic making this left turn at this point and 
we believe that they will find a sufficient volume to make the 
installation of the green arrow a desirable improvement.

Rotary Club 

Mr. Edward T. Richardson, New 
England Manager of the Dunlop Tire 
& Rubber Company, was the guest 
speaker at the regular meeting of the 
Newton Rotary Club on Monday at the 
Brae Burn Club. His talk concerned 
the history and development of the 
rubber industry and present methods 
of manufacturing rubber tires. He 
pointed out that the first rubber bottle 
waa brought to Boston in the year 
1805, and the first rubber shoes were 
introduced into the States in 1820. 

Until 1910 Brazil had the monopoly 
on rubber production. It sent 30 long 
tons to the United States from South 
America in 1825. By 1910 this had 
risen to 83.000 tons. At that time rub- 
ber was selling for $3.06 a pound on the 
market. However, in the meantime, 
rubber trees had been cultivated in 
the East Indies and the Orient and 
soon the crude rubber from these 
places broke the Brazilian monopoly. 
In 1934 1,019,000 long tons were im- 
ported into the United States, and only 
1.4% of this came from Brazil. 

Two of the most important factors In 
the development of modern auto tires 
came about as a result of the discov- 
ery* of vulcanization about 1847, by 
Charles Goodyear, and the formation of 
the British Dunlop Company for the 
manufacture of pneumatic tires in the 
year 1888. Mr. Richardson spoke of 
the methods in which latex rubber is 
now compounded with certain acids 
and powders to make modern long- 
wearing tires. The increasing quanti- 
ty of production has allowed a de- 
crease in the cost of tires to the con- 
sumer.

We publish this week a full text of 
the ordinances adopted on Monday by 
the Aldermen, giving the new Ward 
lines. Ward 1 has been divided and 
now makes Wards 1 and 7. Some terri- 
tory was taken from Ward 2 for the 
new Ward 1. A slice of Word 5 was 
added to Ward 6. 


The Newton & Watertown Gas Light 
Company reduced the price of gas on 
October 1st to $3.75 per thousand cu- 
bic feet. This makes a very liberal 
reduction, and we hope the increased 
consumption will enable them in the 
future to make an even lower price. 


The members of Steam Fire Engine 
2 of West Newton started to New Bed- 
ford on their excursion on Friday 
morning. They had procured new 
caps of a very neat pattern, dark blue 
material, and marked in front N. F. D. 
No. 2. It is rumored that a reception 
will he given them on their return 
this (Saturday) afternoon. 


Mr. Sawin, the popular master of 
the Bigelow School in the 4th District 
at Newton, is making special efforts to 
secure the co-operation of parents to 
the end that scholars may complete 
the studies set them each day in school 
rather than to keep them after school 
for this purpose.

Powers’ Paragraphs 




One of the most nttractlvo areas 
owned by the public In Greater Bos- 
ton is the Metropolitan District res- 
ervation between Faneuil and New- 
ton, between the Boston & Albany 
railroad tracks and the Charles River. 
When the writer wns a boy, this area 
was marsh land, with foul smelling 
mud flats exposed much of the time, 
during periods of low tide. Later, tho 
dam was built at the Craigie Bridge 
In Boston nnd the Charles River Ba- 
sin crented. The land along the river, 
between Newton and Faneuil, and also 
on the Watertown side was acquired 
as part of the Metropolitan Parkway 
system. 

For many years the Metropolitan 
Parkway Commission, and its succes- 
sor, the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion, gradually evolved the area be- 
tween Faneuil and Newton from an 
unsightly spot, into a beutiful rec- 
reation park. Trees and shrubs were 
planted and have matured, an excel- 
lent parkway was constructed, the land 
along the river wns filled and graded, 
and a bathing beach constructed just 
over the Brighton line. The wide 
stretch of river is used as a harbor for 
many motor boats, and in winter skat- 
ing is enjoyed on the river by thou- 
sands. The reservation has been kept 
in excellent condition under the super- 
vision of the Speedway Station of tho 
Metropolitan District. 

Last July the pleasing aspect of the 
parkway at Faneuil started to become 
disfigured by the erection of a hand- 
ball court near the bathing beach. 
The huge, wooden structure took form 
very slowly. It was erected by boys, 
undei the auspices of the National 
Youth Administration. A couple of 
carpenters could have erected It in a 
few days. It took weeks for a crew 
of boys to build the plain walls of the 
court. Then, the Structure toppled 
over and the N. Y. A. boys took several 
more weeks to pull the walls apart. 
Rebuilding the court has consumed 
the intervening time to date, and the 
crude structure is still unfinished. 

Any falr-miuded person will agree 
that the youth of this country, in large 
part, have been facing very unfavorable 
conditions the past nine years. Mil- 
lions of boys and girls have found It 
difficult to obtain employment. The 
National Youth Administration meets 
the approval of a large percentage of 
citizens as a movement to provide 
greatly needed assistance for the mor- 
ale of American youth. But, why 
should the N. Y. A. condone such 
stalling as has been evidenced in the 
construction of the handball court at 
Faneuil? Would it not have been 
much better to have had the boys who 
worked on this project, sufficiently 
industrious to have erected the simple 
structure within a reasonable time, 
instead of loafing on the work to a 
ridiculous degree? Then they and 
others could have benefitted from the 
exercise which the game of handball 
gives. It would be preferable to pay 
tho boys for playing handball, rather 
than pay them for becoming trained in 
the habit of loafing. Inertia has been 
characteristic of a large percentage of 
so-called workers on WPA projects. 
It doesn’t augur well for the future of 
the youth of this country if the N. Y. 
A. encourages boys to idle on tasks 
assigned them. 
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I In coming Issues of the GRAPHIC 
we shaW state why our ardor for one of 
the candidates has cooled. Our rea- 
sons may not bo convincing and will 
not bo written with tho expectation 
that they will materially affect the 
result of tho coming election. If wo 
possessed the tact, discretion or prac- 
ticality exercised by most men who 
succeed in the material things of life, 
we would maintain a prudent silence. 
But, being one of those persons utterly 
lacking in shrewdness, who persist In 
saying what they think, In being ac- 
tuated by their feelings rather than by 
expediency or economic determinism, 
we shall frankly tell why for the first 
time In the twenty-four years Edwin 
O. Childs hna been a Mayoralty can- 
didate at ten elections, we shall not 
be speaking or writing as one of his 
endorsers. 

It is not a pleasant task, but, since 
we were so militantly for Mr. Childs 
in 1935, we believe our readers are en- 
titled to know why our sentiments 
have changed. What we shall write 
may be interesting to some, amusing 
to some, and Irritating to others. 
Since we were openly critical of Sin- 
clair Weeks’ candidacy in 1933 and 
that of Daniel Needham In 1935, we 
cannot be accused of being partial. 


In justice to tho Bradys, the real 
name of the gangster w f ho was killed 
at Rangor by the G-men was John A. 
Barton. Incidentally, it Is getting to 
be rather monotonous to have every 
bandit captured or killed by G-men 
labelled “Public Enemy, Number 1."

Newton Resident 
World Famous 

Dr. William II. Workman, who died 
on October 7th. at ids home, 800 
Franklin st.. Newton. In his 91st year, 
had lived quietly In this city for the 
past twelve years after a lifetime of 
activity in the medical profession, and 
as a world famous explorer and moun- 
tain climber. Dr. Workman ivas born 
in Worcester on Peb. 16, 1817. the son 
of William and Sarah (Hemenway) 
Workman. He was graduated A.B. at 
Yale University in 1869. receiving the 
degree of AM. from that institution 
in 1872. He was graduated M.D. at 
Harvard Medical College in 1873, serv- 
ing as medical interne at the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital. Boston, in 
1872-73. After taking postgraduate 
courses at the Universities of Vienna, 
Heidelberg and Munich, he begnn the 
practice of his profession in Worces- 
ter. and quickly won a prominent place 
in medical affairs in city and county. 
He was physician to the Worcester 
Memorial Dispensary during 1875-79; 
pathologist to Worcester City Hospital 
during 1875-78; visiting physician dur- 
ing 1S7S-86, and visiting surgeon in 
1887. He was city physician of Wor- 
icaster during 1876-77. Ill health caused 
his retirement from practice in 1889. 
With his wife during 1892-96 he trav- 
eled by bicycle in Belgium. Holland. 
France. Germany, Austrin, Switzer- 
land. and made pioneer tours through 
Italy. Sicily, Spain, Algeria and Tunis, 
visiting also Morocco. In 1896 they 
visited Palestine, Syria, Turkey. Egypt 
and Greece. During the winters of 
1897, 1898. and 1S99, they made pioneer 
journeys by bicycle of 1,800 miles in 
Ceylon. 1.500 miles in Java, and 14,000 
miles throughout the length and 
breadth of the peninsula of India, vis- 
iting all parts of these countries for 
the purpose of studying the people, 
their architecture and art. They also 
visited Burma and made two expedi- 
tions to Singapore and the Straits 
Settlements. Cambodia and Southern 
Siam to study the remarkable temples 
of Angkor Wat and Angkor Tom. In 
the summer of 1898 they made a jour- 
ney of some 2,000 miles from Srinagar 
in Kashmir through Haltistan, Ladakh, 
Nubra, Sum and Sikkim. In 1899 they 
made an expedition to the great Biafo 
glacier in Baltistan. reaching Hlspar 
pass at its head. 17,500 feet. On their 
return they ascended two snow peaks 
of 18.600 and 19.450 feet rising above 
the Skoro glacier; the latter being 
named for Mrs. Bullock Workman, and 
the snow peak Koser Gunge. 21,000 
feet in the Shigar valley. In 1902-03 
they made two expeditions to the 
northern part of Baltistan. exploring 
the Chogo Lungnm glacier and its 
branches. Hob Lumba, Sosbon and Al- 
chori glaciers, never before explored, 
mapping regions previously unvisited 
and unmapped, and passing many 
weeks together at altitudes of more 
than 15.000 feet. In August, 1903, tak- 
ing advantage of the only five days of 
suitable weather during the season, 
they made first ascents of the snow 
peaks at the head of the Chogo Lung- 
ma glacier. Mt. Chogo. 21,500 feet, and 
Mt. Lungma, 22.56S feet. Dr. Work- 
man with two Italian guides further 
attained a height of 23.394 feet on a 
third peak adjoining and rising above 
the other two. This was a world’s 
altitude record at the time and was 
especially noteworthy on account of 
his advanced age. in 1906 they made 
the first exploration and mapping of 
the Nun Kun mountain group in Suru, 
Kashmir, camping on ice. the high- 
est camp being at an altitude of 21,- 
300 feet, the highest camp till then 
made by mountain climbers. They 
made the first ascents of two sharp 
snow peaks of 19,080 and 20.571 feet, 
ami Mrs. Workman with two guides 
ascended a third peak of about 23,000 
feet. In 1908 they explored the 37-mile 
long Hispar glacier in the province of 
Nagar on the edge of the Pamirs and 
its larger branches to their sources; 
again crossed the Hispar pass, 17.500 
feet, and descended the Biafo glacier 
for the second time into Baltistan, 
these two glaciers joining at the pass 
and forming a continuous ice-stretch 
of 74 miles. They also made the first 
ascents of two snow peaks in that re- 
gion, the highest being 21,350 feet. In 
1911. on the seventh Himalayan expe- 
dition, they explored the region south 
of the Baltoro glacier, including Al- 
ing. Masherbrun, Komdokoro. Chogo 
Lisa. Kondus, Sher-pigang. and Dong 
Dong glaciers, previously unexplored; 
ascended the Hilaphond glacier, 
crossed the Bilaphona La, an 18,400 
feet snow-pass connecting it with the 
recently discovered Siachen glacier, 
50 miles long, the largest, longest 
and most complicated of Himalayan 
glaciers, made the first exploration of 
the upper half of the glacier and its 
two largest affluents, and ascended 
two steep snow peaks of more than 
21.000 feet.

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS

LAST MINUTE SCORE 
GIVES EVERETT WIN 

With loss than two minutes of piny 
Captain Hal Everett and his mates 
from Everett High dug down into their 
repertoire of plays to snatch a lnst- 
minute 6 to 0 win over Newton High 
last Saturday nt Dickinson stadium. 
Tho Newton defeat wns its second in 
succession and its second in which 
defeat came in the closing minutes 
of its game. Everett’s victory wns 
its first in three games, having played 
two previous tie contests. Throughout 
the entire four periods neither eleven 
showed little offensive strength and 
both were guilty of frequent Inex- 
cusable fumbles which stalled their 
nttack. 

The Newton outfit fumbled five 
times and the visitors three. Everett 
recovered four of the Newton fumbles 
and took the ball on downs on the 
other occasion. Newton recovered 
two of the visitors three misettes and 
took the hall on downs on the other. 
Five of tho total of eight fumbles oc- 
curred within about six minutes of 
play in the third period and within 
a space of twenty yards in Newton 
territory. Late in the fourth period 
another Newton fumble gave Everett 
the ball just over the midfield stripe 
in Newton territory and set the stage 
for the eventual solitary score of the 
game. 

Taking advantage of its recovery 
of the ball on the Newton 43 yard 
line an Everett forward passing at- 
tack functioned where it had previ- 
ously failed. Five passes, three of 
which were completed ate up 36 of 
the necessary yards and two rushes 
gained seven. Walker. Everett back 
featured in this advance gaining 
twelve yards on the first pass, four 
on a rush, seven on another pass, and 
four on the second line play to put 
the ball on the Newton seventeen yard 
line. A pass to Brickley, nephew of 
the famous Harvard Charlie Brickley 
of two decades ago. into the end zone 
brought the touchdown as the Everett 
substitute end made a pretty jump- 
ing catch to complete the play. The 
try for point by placekick was wide 
of the mark. 

Penalties which usually are frequent 
in a Newton-Everett contest were few 
with Newton drawing the officials ire 
but three times and Everett but twice. 
An offside penalty of five yards and 
another of a similar distance for tak- 
ing too much time in putting the ball 
in play together with a holding pen- 
alty cost the orange and black a total 
of 25 yards. The visitors drew a 15- 
vard setback deep in their own terri- 
tory and a five yard offside penalty 
for a 20-yard total. Everett had a five 
to four advantage in first downs. 

Neither team threatened throughout 
the first half when a kicking duel 
between Fitzgerald of Newton and 
Watson of Everett kept each team in 
its own territory. Newton failed 
to cross the midfield stripe while In 
possession of tho ball In the first 
half while the best Everett could do 
was to penetrate to Newton’s 42 yard 
line. On this occasion a possible scor- 
ing march was averted when Castoldi 
intercepted a pass on the Newton 30- 
vard mark and returned it six yards. 

Shortly after tho second half kick- 
off which Castoldi ran back 18 yards 
to the Newton 33 and Newton had 
ground out a first down the series of 
fumbles began. Fisher bad plunged 
through center after Hines had missed 
a first down by inches on an end run 
to put the hall on the Newton 45. 
The attack stalling Castoldi attempted 
a quick kick. The ball was partially 
blocked and recovered by Newton 
linesmen on the Everett 15. On the 
next play another fumble gave the 
ball to Everett. Hughes broke through 
to nail the carrier for a five yard 
loss and Everett kicked to tho New- 
ton 30. Castoldi reeled off 15 yards 
on a tackle jaunt but another fumble 
returned the bnll to Everett’s pos- 
session on the Newton 40. Four plays 
later, after Everett’s air attack had 
not functioned, an Everett fumble 
gave the hall to Newton on downs on 
their 33. Newton returned the com- 
pliment on the very next play. Not 
to be outdone Everett handed the ball 
back to Newton by the same method 
on the next play on the Newton 27. 
Finally Fitzgerald kicked to the Ev- 
erett 35-yard marker to put the ball 
in Everett territory again. Here Wel- 
don recovered another Everett fumble 
to give Newton a shot for the goal 
from the 30-yard line. The Newton 
attack missed fire completely and Ev- 
erett took tho ball on downs. A 15- 
yard penalty set the visitors hack 
to their 15 yard line and a short 
kick gave Newton the hall at the 37- 
yard line. The home team reached 
the 26-yard line and a first down and 
then the 20-yard line with fourth down 
and four yards to go. An incomplete 
pass gave Everett the ball. Another 
Everett kick slipped out of Sohaski’s 
grasp as he was smothered by tack- 
lers and Everett recovered on the 
Newton 43 to set the stage for their 
scoring journey. 

Following the kickoff after the score 
there was but a quarter minute to 
play and in two attempts the Newton 
Interference could not shake their ball 
carriers free for a sixty yard touch- 
down run and the game ended.

Retail Sales In 
Newton Increase 


According to statistics compiled by 
the State Planning Board from data 
collected In the last United States 
census of distribution, retail sales in 
Newton jumped 40 percent from 1933 
to 1936. Miss Elisabeth M. Herlihy, 
Chairman, declared today. 

The estimated figures give $263 per 
capita retail sales in 1935 as 39 percent 
higher than those of 1933, when the 
per capita sales were $189. This was 
$74 per capita jump as compared with 
$57 for the State as a whole. The 
advance during the two year period 
shot Newton far ahead in the upward 
trend of normal recovery. 

Newton’s total retail saies for 1935 
were $17,391,000 a gain of 40 percent 
over 1933 when they were $12,429,000.

Newton is an unusual community. 
Favored by nature with an attractive 
topography, with hills, vales and 
ponds, it started to evolve about a 
century ago from an agricultural com- 
munity into one of Boston’s most ex- 
clusive residential areas. In Colonial 
years water power on the Charles 
River had caused industrial villages 
to grow- at Newton Upper Falls and 
Newton Lower Falls, and about 75 
years ago textile mills were started 
at North Village, changing that dis- 
trict Into the Industrial section later 
known as Nonantum. These three vil- 
lages became populated by people of 
the working class. Upper Falls and 
Nonantum from the middle of the 19th 
century became thickly settled with 
persons of foreign birth. So, to a 
lesser degree, did the plain north of 


The late concert by "The Hay- 
makers” was not financial success, 
the expenses being $521.73 and the re- 
ceipts $442.50.

She was arrested 
and sent for detention to the House 
of the Good Shepherd. It was found 


she was on parole from the Lancas- 
ter School for Girls. Because the New- 
ton police did not desire to ask for 
complaints on statutory grounds 
against the girl and her alleged com- 
panion from Wellesley, Judge Weston 
hesitated about taking action on the 
case. At the request of the police he 
gave the girl a suspended sentence 
to Sherborn. with the understanding 
that she be placed in some Institution. 
She was released In the custody of a 
State social worker. 

Drunken Driver 
Drunk In Court 

Nicholas Broadwater. 41, of 12 Du- 
rant st . Roxhury. was arrested at 
Newton Centre on the night of Oct. 9 
by Patrolman Rogers on charges of 
drunkenness and driving a car while 
under the influence of liquor. He was 
arraigned in the Newton court on Oct. 
11 and his case continued until Oct. 18. 
When he appeared in court last Mon- 
day he was again drunk, and Judge 
Weston ordered that he be again ar- 
rested on a second charge of drunk- 
enness. The judge had fined Broad- 
water $50 for driving under the in- 
fluence of liquor and $10 for drunk- 
enness. Because of ordering Broadwa- 
ter again arrested for being drunk, the 
judge revoked his findings and con- 
tinued the case until Tuesday, as the 
defendant was led back to a cell at 
oolice headquarters. In court on Tues- 
day, Broadwater was fined $50 on the 
drunken driving charge and $10 on 
each of the two drunkenness charges. 


Gravel Pit Fight 
Again In Court 

The efforts of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen to stop the continuance of 
a gravel pit business at Oak Hill, and 
which have been defeated the past two 
years by Injunctions obtained by 
George Wilbur, head of the Highland 
Sand & Gravel Company, enter an- 
other phase on November 1st when ar- 
guments will be offered In the Su- 
perior Court by City Solicitor Bart- 
lett and Wilbur’s lawyer relative to 
the injunction which prevented the 
city from enforcing an ordinance pro- 
hibiting heavy trucks from using Ded- 
ham st. The ordinance was passed by 
the Board of Aldermen after Wilbur 
had obtained another Injunction which 
nullified action of the Aldermen in re- 
fusing to again renew a permit for 
the operation of machinery at the piL 

The pit was started about 10 years 
ago, Wilbur getting a temporary per- 
mit to operate machinery in a resi- 
dence zone from the then Public Build- 
ings Commissioner, Cecil Chadwick. 
The following year Wilbur obtained a 
renewal of the permit for another 
year when he told the Aldermen that 
- it would take him 5 years to com- 
plete the excavating at the property 
he owned. Subsequently, Wilbur’s 
company made extensive excavations 
on other areas of land which he did 
not own. Oak Hill residents for years 
have been protesting at the large 
amount of heavy trucking caused by 
the operating of the pit.

Health Report 

For September 

The report of the Newton Health 
Department for the month of Septem- 
ber shows that only 37 deaths oc- 
curred in the city during that month; 
18 males and 19 females. The death 
rnte of the month was 6.16. Whoop- 
ing cough caused 1 death; cancer 5, 
diabetes 3. cerebral hemorrhage 3, 
heart diseases 17, arterio sclerosis 2, 
bronchinl pneumonia 1. nephritis 1. 
Among the communicable dienses re- 
ported were scarlet fever. 1 case; 
mumps, 1: lobar pneumonia. 24: pul- 
monary tuberculosis, 5. Milk sam- 
ples tested totalled 219, and 61 tests 
of Newton water were made.

Newton Among Cities 

Promoting Better Hearing 

I Hearing Week. October 24-30, has 
been designated by the American So 
clety for the Hard of Hearing as a 
time for concentration upon our hear- 
ing. and especially upon the hearing 
of children It is estimated that there 
are ten million adults In our country 
who have Impaired hearing, and re- 
ports on audiometer tests of school 
children in our leading cities Indicate 
that between 5 per cent and 6 per 
cent of our school population have 
henring difficulties. 

| It Is the aim of the American So- 
ciety for the Hard of Hearing to pro- 
mote the alleviation of the handicap 
of deafness, so far as possible, and 
to prevent deafness in the next gen- 
eration. Newton Is among the pro- 
gressive cities co-operating along 
these lines. 

) Free lip reading classes for the 
adult hard of hearing have been of- 
fered In our evening schools since 
1924. Hearing Week is an excellent 
time to visit or to join these classes. 

I In 1928 the School Department pur- 
chased a phono-audiometer for testing 
the hearing of the school children and 
since 1930 a definite program for the 
detection of those pupils whose hear- 
ing abilities are below normal; the 
correction of their hearing defects, 
and instruction in lip reading for those 
! whose hearing loss, prognosis, and 
I school progress make it seem advis- 
able. 

| In the school year 1936-7 Phono- 
audiometer tests of 1,033,286 school 
children in cities, towns, and rural 
districts throughout the country re- 
vealed that 64,417 had impaired hear- 
ing. Reports were received from over 
20.000 of this group who we*re exam- 
ined by an ear specialist or at an ear 
clinic. 

In 1930 the audiometer tests in 
Newton showed that 4.5 per cent of 
the number of children tested had 
hearing defects. Concerted effort to 
have these defects corrected has re- 
duced this figure to 2.6 per cent for 
the school year 1936-7. At the close 
of the school year there were 243 pu- 
pils with a hearing loss of 9 sensa- 
tion units or more in one or both ears. 
One hundred twenty-seven have had 
otologlcal examinations, 37 had their 
defect corrected during the school 
| year, and 36 are in lip reading classes.

Commenting upon the financial condi- 
tion of the hospital, he praised highly 
the Newton Community Chest for the 
helpful part It plays in support of the 
institution.

Years ago the 30 tyrants of Athens 
sentenced the great Athenian general 
’’Alicibiades” to death. The old gen- 
eral owned a dog who had been devoted 
to him for many years. When “Alici- 
biades” was being put to death, the 
dog Htayed by his side, and though 
fatally wounded it tried with its teeth 
to diuw the arrows from his master’s 
body after the stricken general had 
fallen to the ground. 

* * * 

Did you know that all present pure 
breeds of dogs had a mongrel origin? 
All setters were not created as such 
nor were all airedales. Every breed 
is man made to some extent It is pos- 
sible to take u pointer und chow and 
breed them, and from their offspring 
establish, within six years, a new 
breed. That means that this new breed 
would throw puppies entirely like their 
immediate parents. A throwback to 
pointer or chow would be possible af- 
ter six years, hut that is even possible 
in some of the established breeds of 
today.

The first dog show of which there 
is any record was held in England 
on June 28, 1859. There was an entry 
of 23 pointers and 27 setters, a total 
of 50 dogs Today in this country 
dog shows have entries totalling in the 
thousands. 

Down in Mobile there is a little col- 
ored hoothluck who has a small stand 
on a busy street corner. A fine look- 
ing hound keeps him company every- 
day, dozing in tin* sun beside the 
stand. Many people stop and admire 
the dog during the day. Asked if he 
had many offers from passers-by to 
purchase the dog he replied that he 
had many hut added.

Do you know how to approuth a 
strange dog?

The 
first, and perhaps the best, is to leave 
him alone.

This seems to 
conciliate the most suspicious and ner- 
vous dog, and he begins to trust you. 
Most dogs attack a person because 
they are frightened and not because 
they are vicious. When you have the 
trust of a strange dog you may have 
no fear that he will attack you.

Protesjt Against 
Gravel Business 
At Auburndale 


About 60 Auburndale residents at- 
tended a public hearing at City Hall 
on last Thursday night to protest 
against the petition of Ernest L. Hor- 
Huin of Oak Ridge rd.. Auburndale, 
who asks permission to level th,e sur- 
face of a six acre tract of land he 
owns In an area bounded by Seminary 
ave.. Oak Ridge rd. and Lake ave. 
In that section. Much of Auburndale 
Is composed of moraines containing 
valuable sand and gravel deposits. On 
the Hersum property is a ridge. H. 
F. Dolan of Cambridge who spoke 
In favor of the petition, said that Mr. 
Hersum wants to remove the ridge so 
that his land can be divided into 
house lots. He said the petitioner 
must derive income from his property 
nnd cannot keep It longer as a beauty 
spot for the benefit of neighbors. Do- 
lan stated that Hersum will conform 
to any terms which may be required in 
order to meet the specifications of* the 
city engineer. 

In answer to questions from mem- 
bers of the Claims and Rules Commit- 
tee of the Aldermen, before whom the 
hearing was held. Dolan said that 
Hersum intends to sell the sand and 
gravel excavated from the ridge, that 
the work is estimated to take about 
a year, and that there are about 111,- 
000 cubic yards of material to be ex- 
cavated. He said the present as- 
sessed value of the property is $13,- 
000 and that this will be increased 
to about $150,000 if the land Is divided 
into house lots and residences built 
on It. 

V. S. Bigelow, speaking for Mable 
T. Kager of Seminary ave. objected 
to the petition. He said Miss Eager’s 
land abuts Hersum’s property on three 
sides and that she pays $1000 In taxes, 
while the petitioner pays only $360. 
He said that Seminary ave. and Lake 
. are only streets on paper, that 
Miss Eager’s land runs North and 
South along the ridge which Hersum 
wants to remove, and if the ridge is

Explosion In 
Nonantum Home 
Early Today 

Occupants Escape Death, Bu 
House Is Demolished 


At 6:20 this morning a terrific ex- 
plosion of gas blew to fragments the 
dwelling house at 60 Hawthorne st. in 
the Nonantum section. The house 
was occupied by the families of An- 
tonio DeRose and Joseph DeGrosso. 
The explosion occurred when DeGrosso 
lit a match to start a fire in the kit- 
chen. The gas had apparently been 
accumulating for some time. The 
building was blown In all directions, 
fragments of clapboards being hurled 
with such force that they pierced the 
wall of the home of Antonio Annese, 
at 56 Hawthorne st., next door. Other 
buildings in the neighborhood were 
also considerably damaged by the con- 
cussion. 

A wooden fence in front of the house 
was reduced to fragments, blown 
across the street, and parts of It were 
found one hundred feet away down 
an alley opposite. When startled 
neighbors rushed out they saw DeRose 
lying in the street where he had ap- 
parently been blown from the build- 
ing. Most of the occupants managed 
to escape through rear windows but 
Rlanche Repuccl, 23, a sister of Mrs. 
Josephine DeRose. who was sleeping 
in a first floor bedroom was hurled 
under a mass of debris. She was res- 
cued by Louis Annese of 49 Ashmont 
ave.: Julius Binachl of Quirk ct.: Phil- 
ip Farina of Murphy ct: and Daniel 
Oardl of Adams ct. The four worked 
feverishly to clear away the broken 
fragments of wood and plaster which 
covered the woman.

(Continued from pngo 1) 
levelled, Miss Eager'* land will be 
left with precipitous ends. Ho com- 
mented that In his opinion there 
Is no intention of a house lot devel- 
opment. It Is just a plan to denude 
the property or valuable gravel. 

Guy A. Winslow, principal of La- 
sell Junior College, protested the 
granting of tho petition. He said 
Hersum's land is between two pieces 
of property owned by Lasell. and that 
the rights of neighbors should be given 
consideration. Charles B. Floyd, pres- 
ident of the Board of Aldermen, speak- 
ing as a citizen, said he had been 
asked by many Auburndale residents to 
protest. He said that Hersum’s peti- 
tion is a sand and gravel project, pure 
and simple. Floyd called attention 
to the many times Newton residents 
have flocked to city hall to object 
to sand and gravel pits In this city. 
Ho called attention to the nuisances 
caused by gravel pits such as heavy 
trucking, noise and dirt, and said a 
number of gravel pit projects in New- 
ton got started under the guise of real 
estate developments. Floyd asked that 
the petition be rejected unless the 
petitioner furnishes a bond guarantee 
ing that the ridge will be removed 
within a rpeclfied time, that a limited 
amount of machinery shall be used, 
and that the land will be loam cov- 
ered and seeded with grnss when 
levelled. On a showing of hands near- 
ly 60 persons evidenced objections 
to the granting of the permit. The 
only person favoring was the peti- 
tioner.

AN IMPORTANT ANGLE 

One of the important angles of the referendum on biennial 
elections in Newton on which the voters will make a decision 
at the coming city election is in regard to the length of term 
of school committee members. The question on the ballot is 
in two parts. First, on the direct question of whether or not 
there shall be local biennial elections in the odd numbered 
years on the second Tuesday in November. The second ques- 
tion, dependent upon the adoption of biennial elections, is the 
choice of two plans, (A) under which members of the school 
committee will serve a four-year term, and (B) under which 
their term will be but two years. 

At present, under our annual election system, members of 
the school committee serve three-year terms. With seven 
members on this body the provision allows for a rotation of 
terms so that in one year two members are elected, in the next 
year two others, and in the third year the remaining three. 

Thus there is no possibility of a complete i\ew school com- 
mittee. On the contrary there are always experienced men 
on the committee. Such a provision is possible if the voters 
adopt plan A for a four-year term. Under this proposal four 
members would be elected in one year and the remaining three 
two years later. Furthermore, experience has shown that in 
the past most members of the school committee serve three 
terms with an occasional member retiring after two terms and 
an occasional member serving a longer period. Under the 
four year term members would probably serve eight years, 
or two terms, on an average, and thus would not be required 
to make a political campaign as frequently as under the two 
year term or Plan B. Plan B would also make it possible, 
thought admittedly not probable, for a complete turnover of 
school committee members bringing seven inexperienced mem- 
bers to that office. 

The two-year term would also, as noted, require more 
frequent campaigning for the office, making it more difficult to 
attract the high type of public spirited service which has char- 
acterized elected Newton officials in the past. Still another 
argument in favor of the four-year term over the two-year 
plan is that a newly elected member of the school committee 
requires at least a year to acquaint himself with his position. 
On a two-year term a member could hardly be expected to 
become a really useful member until his term had nearly ex- 
pired. Under the four-year term he would have the oppor- 
tunity to bring concrete thought to the duties of his office and 
a further opportunity to carry such thought or program to a 
probable conclusion. We trust that the voters will give deep 
thought to this particular question and that they will favor the 
four-year term for members of the school committee.

Oak Hill school, and now, after It has 
been built, waijt to send their children 
to the Hyde School again. He said 
they are “not playing tho game.” The 
children from the Woodcliff rd. section 
are being provided with free trans- 
portation to the new school. 

A petition signed by fourteen moth- 
ers of high school girls residing in 
Ward 7, Newton, asking that a school 
bus be provided from that section to 
the high school, did not enthuse the 
committee, and was referred to Supt. 
of Schools Warren. Secretary Kellar 
of the Committee said that there are 
11 girls and 43 boys in the district who 
possibly might patronize the bus. But 
when a similar petition was present- 
ed in 1934, out of 77 pupils residing 
In the district, only 15 stated they 
would become bus passengers, and the 
petition was dropped. The Middlesex 
& Boston Street Railway cannot run 
a bus without a loss unless 35 pupils 
regularly use it. The proposed bus 
line would go down Cabot st.. from 
Centre st.. and attention wns drawn 
to the fart that residents of Cabot 
st. may object, because that street is 
quite narrow, has number of curves 
and a steep grade.

Ho Is 
also well known as a poet, among 
tin' best known of Ids poems being 
tho one entitled “If" which ho wroto 
on tin* eve of the World W’ur. 

The address will bo open to the 
public and in view of Mr. Griffin’s repu- 
tation as a speaker and tho timeli- 
ness of the subject a largo audience 
Is expected. 


The annual meeting of Newton Chap- 
ter of the American Red Cross was 
held at tho Brae Burn Club on Wednes- 
day night. 

At tho close of tho business meet- 
ing, the chairman, Mr. Jamieson, 
called upon Mrs. W. W. Weeden, tho 
Washington Field Representative for 
this section, to Introduce Dr. William 
DeKleine. the guest speaker for the 
evening. Mrs. Weeden spoke of Dr. 
DeKleine’s unusual fitness to be Med- 
icnl Assistant to the Vice Chairman of 
tho National Red Cross beenuso of his 
outstanding work in tho field of Pub- 
lic Health previous to Ills Red Cross 
connection. His organization of a 
traveling tuberculosis clinic in Mich- 
igan and his country-wide reputation 
as authority on child-henlth work 
caused the Red Cross to nsk his as- 
sistance in health work during the 
Mississippi Valley flood In 1927. Ho 
accomplished so much in regard to 
control of malaria that he wns asked 
to join the Red Cross permanently, 
and has participated In every major 
disaster since that time. 

Dr. DeKleine said he was no 
stranger to Boston nor to Newton as 
lie studied at Harvard and Mass. In- 
stitute of Technology and at that time 
came to Newton to see Miss Bragg’s 
health program In operation in the 
public schools. He then went on to 
discuss methods used by the Red 
Cross, during disasters, to safeguard 
public health. The majority of peo- 
ple do not realize that each year there 
are nearly 100 disasters, but unless 
they are unusually large ones little 
Is heard about them. However, Dr. 
DeKleine, or an assistant, goes direct 
to the scone to institute health meas- 
ures. Surgical and medical supplies 
are furnished, and if hospitals are In- 
adequate temporary ones are built and 
doctors brought In. Motor units for 
laboratory work are set up and their 
equipment with serums prevents epi- 
demics, particularly of typhoid, pneu- 
monia, and small pox. 

It Is now known that the germ of 
Infantile Paralysis is received through 
the nose and Dr. DeKleine feels that 
by this discovery, and by tho use of a 
certain kind of spray, much can be 
accomplished to prevent epidemics of 
this dread disease in the future.

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62 YEARS AGO 

Newton Republican, Oct. 30, 1875 

Tho preparations of the prominent 
citizens of our city for a proper re- 
cognition of tho approaching centen- 
nial of the Independence of America 
culminated on Tuesday evening in the 
most brilliant festival ever held in 
Newton. Eliot Hall with its patriotic 
docorutions, and the presence of tho 
elito of tho city in elegant and tasty 
costumes, presented a scene which 
lias rarely, if ever, been seen in our 
midst. The assembly was very large, 
fully 1500 peoplo being in the hall, 
and the program for their entertain- 
ment wns well arranged and admir- 
ably carried out. 

Previous to entering into the en- 
joyment of tiie evening. Mayor Hyde 
advanced to tho edge of the platform 
and said — "Next year will be the 100th 
birthday of our nation. Wo all know 
that in Philadelphia extensive arrange- 
ments are being made to celebrate the 
centennial of our country. Massachu- 
setts is never backwards in good 
works. She has appointed a commis- 
sioner to represent her at the great 
exhibition and we have him with us 
tonight. I beg leave to introduce to 
you the Hon. Leverett Saltonstall of 
Newton.” Mr. Saltonstall explained 
tho plans of tho centennial exposition 
and urged all present to take an in- 
terest in It and co-operate in mak- 
ing it a success. 

Festival Notes 

Nearly $100 was taken at the flower 
table. Many a fragrant cup of tea 
was dispensed at the refreshment 
tables. The ancient costumes were, 
many of them, quite elaborate and re- 
mindful of the times of our fathers, 
100 years ago. 

The ladies (!) who were so ter- 
ribly incensed at the want of brains 
in the executive committee, because 
all the arrangements did not suit them, 
are certainly entitled to commisera- 
tion. Powdered hair and abundant 
skirts were all the fashion on Tues- 
day evening.

Monday evening a trial was made 
by members of the Nonantum Steam 
Fire Engine at Newton to see how 
quick time could be made in hitch- 
ing up. One man did the whole. He 
was in bed, undressed. He got up, 
struck tiie gong for tiie horses, dressed, 
hurried downstairs. By this time tho 
horses were at the pole of ‘lie en- 
gine. The ton hitches were made and 
all ready for the start to a Are in 39 
seconds from the time he got out of 
lied. We understand that Engineer 
Judkins has made the ten hitches with 
tho horses at the pole in 8 seconds. 

Sunday as Mr. John Fallow’s team 
was being driven to church, a team 
just ahead turned up to Eliot Church. 
Tin* wheels of tiie two carriages locked 
together, overturning Mr. Fnrlow’s 
carriage. A lady inside, and the 
driver were slightly injured.

In lust week’s GRAPHIC wo narra- 
ted that the Republican nominee for 
Mayor of Newton in 1913 was Allston 
Burr of Chestnut Hill. Mr. Burr was 
an outstanding citizen and his elec- 
tion to continue an unbroken line of 
Republican Mayors in Newton seemed 
assured. From time to time at elec- 
tions preceding 1913 Newton Demo- 
crats had nominated somo member of 
their party for Mayor, and their can- 
didates had been consistently defeat- 
ed, usually by large majorities. In 
1911 the Democrats had nominated 
Thomas W. Proctor of Chestnut Hill, 
a lending member of the Boston bar, 
and a man of considerable prestige. 
Shortly before the election Mr. Proc- 
tor decided he would withdraw from 
tho contest. The 1913 mayoralty elec- 
tion was expected to be Just another 
Republican walkover. But some- 
thing was to happen. 

Back in the early 80’s there came 
to Nonantum young Irishman 
named Timothy D. Murphy. "T. D." 
ns he was familiarly known, was born 
near Bantry in County Cork, Ireland. 
Ho worked for sometime In a gro- 
cery store at Nonantum and then 
moved to Maine. He returned to 
Newton about 1906. "T. D." possessed 
Irish wit and fluency in abundance. 
He took an active interest in civic 
and political affairs, and after his re- 
turn to Newton became a member of 
the Democratic Ward and City Com- 
mittee. In October of 1913 "T. D.” 
broached an idea to fellow members 
of the Democratic City Committee 
which was to have a far reaching ef- 
fect in Newton politics. He first com- 
municated it to Daniel O’Connell, a 
member of the committee from Ward 
2. The suggestion was — that instead 
of going to certain defeat by again 
nominating a Democrat to oppose Alls- 
ton Burr, that a popular young Repub- 
lican be tendered the Democratic nom- 
ination. The man "T. D." suggested 
was Edwin O. Childs. O’Connell ap- 
proved of the suggestion and a few 
days later mentioned It to Mr. Childs 
when he met the latter at Nonantum. 
The latter seemed interested. 

On Sunday, Ocober 12, 1913 the 
Democratic Ward and City Commit- 
tee held a meeting In the Nonantum 
Building at Newton Corner. Murphy 
and O’Connell had talked with other 
members of the committee regarding 
Childs and these members thought 
favorably of Murphy’s suggestion. Sip, 
at the meeting on October 12th Frank 
Nevins, a committee member pro- 
posed Childs’ name as the Democratic 
nominee. Some of the members of 
the committee strongly opposed nom- 
inating any Republican. A sub-com- 
mittee was appointed to bring in 
names from which a candidate might 
he selected and the meeting adjourned 
for a week. 

On Sunday afternoon. Oct. ID. 1913, 
tho Democratic City Committee met 
again and the subcommittee presented 
the name of Edwin O. Childs as its 
choice for the nomination. The sub- 
committee’s report was accepted and 
another committee was appointed to 
visit Mr. Childs at his home on Cali- 
fornia st.. Nonantum, and tender him 
the nomination. The committee pro- 
ceeded to Mr. Childs' humble home in 
the early evening of that day and 
asked him to accept tiie nomination. 
He accepted, remarking — “This is a 
call to service." Reminded by the com- 
mittee of Thomas W. Proctor’s action 
in withdrawing two years before, Mr. 
Childs assured tiie committee that no 
power on earth could make him with- 
draw. Tin* next day the news spread 
rapidly throughout the city that 


Childs had accepted the Democratic 
nomination. 

It may he of interest to residents 
of Newton who have moved Into this 
city during the past 20 or more years, 
or to younger citizens to learn why 
the Democrats selected Edwin O. 
Childs. Mr. Childs was born In Newton 
In 1876, graduated from Harvard Col- 
lege In 1899 and from Boston Univer- 
sity Law School in 1901. From boy- 
hood he had been active in affairs of 
the Eliot Congregational Church and 
tiie Newton Y. M. C. A. In 1908 ho was 
appointed by Mayor Hutchinson a 
member of the Newton Board of 
Health. Mr. Childs’ chief Interest was 
In the Nonantum Boys’ Club which he 
founded In 1897. Mr. Childs was popu- 
lar among the social circles of the 
wealthier residents of Newton, but ho 
became so devoted to his social work 
at Nonantum, that when he married 
Miss Mildred Roy of Watertown in 
January. 1908, he established ills home 
among his friends, the working class 
people of Nonantum. Ned Childs was 
a good mixer and unusually democra- 
tic. He was popular with the church 
people, the Y. M. C. A. supporters, be- 
longed to the Masons and the Elks, 
and became the idol of the hoys in his 
club at Nonantum. No young man in 
Newton had more friends and acquaint- 
ances among persons of all races, 
classes and creeds than he. T. D. 
Murphy made a shrewd suggestion 
when ho proposed Ned Childs to his 
fellow Democrats, and the Republi- 
can leaders of Newton realized that 
Allston Burr had an opponent who 
could not he taken lightly. The Demo- 
crats conducted an aggressive cam- 
paign and received hearty support 
from Childs’ host of friends, especially 
among the younger Republicans. T. D. 
Murphy took an active part in the 
campaign and his witty speeches made 
a hit at numerous rallies. 

The election was held on December 
9, 1913. The total number of votes 
cast was 5416 and Childs won by a 
majority of 180. He carried Wards 1, 
2. 3 and 4. Burr carried Wards 5. 6 
and 7. Nonantum wns jubilant and an 
impromptu parade was held by tho 
boys of Nonantum on the night of the 
election. The old guard Republicans 
of Newton were astounded. Their 
supremacy was over, but they did not 
at tlint time fully realize It. 

Allston Burr, though defeated, 
proved shortly after what a high type 
of character and citizenship lie pos- 
sessed. Instead of manifesting chagrin 
at his defeat, he and other members 
of his family donated the large estate 
where the family homestead had been 
located to the city for playground pur- 
poses, and spent many thousands of 
dollars in equipping and preparing it 
as a model playground. Located next to 
the Bigelow School, it is doubly valu- 
able for playground purposes. Aliston 
Burr, in defeat, was greater than most 
men have been in victory. 


Marcia E. Bacheldor of Newtonville 
passed suddenly from this life on Oc- 
tober 20. For 50 years she was a 
resident of that village, and for 43 
years a faithful employee of tiie New- 
tonville postoffice. Miss Bacheldor 
was a genuine gentlewoman, consider- 
ate of and helpful to those with whom 
she was associated, always courteous 
to the public.

Kiwanians Hear 
Talk on Safety 

Tho Hpoakor at th<« wr <*kly Klwnnls 
mooting was Lewis MacBrayne who 
has been general manager of tho Mas- 
sachusetts Safety Council. 

Ho was Introduced by Ray Omen 
who Is active In the safety drive now 
under way In Newton. 

Mr. MacBrayne gav“ an Intensely 
interesting presentation of the auto- 
mobile accident situation in our state. 
Last year there were 817 fatalities and 
45,462 injuries from motor vehicles. 
By means of real progressive work 
among tho various agpncies of the 
state the number has this year been 
cut down to 560 fatalities and 35,- 
000 Injured. 

The safety council has found that 
there aro live major causes for auto- 
mobile accidents: 

1) People driving at the same speed 
on stormy days as they do in good 
weather. 

2) People operating In stormy 
weather with windshield wipers which 
are not working. 

3) Those who drive at night whose 
eyesight is not good enough for night 
driving. 

4) Driving on the low light h^am 
which allows the operator of the 
vehicles to see only about one hun- 
dred feet ahead on the road when he 
should have a clear view’ of at least 
one hundred and fifty feet. 

5) In this class it has been found 
that 25 per cent of the accident cases 
are traceable to liquor. 

The w’ork of the safety council has 
been most effective in cutting down 
accidents and fatalities among chil- 
dren. This has been due, in no small 
part, to tho excellent co-operation ob- 
tained from the school departments of 
the different cities and towns. 

The biggest problem of the council 
is to reduce the number of accidents 
amongst elderly pedestrians. In most

This 
car, as the company expresses it, 
gives "remarkable performance at 
moderate price.” It comes in six body 
styles, namely four-door touring se- 
dan, touring brougham, convertible 
coupe, convertible sedan, coupe and 
rumble seat coupe. 

The Chrysler Gold Seal engine, 
introduced last year on the Chrysler 
Royal has been improved in that car 
and introduced in larger dimension on 
the eight-cylinder Chrysler Imperial. 

The new Gold Seal eight-cylinder en- 
gine designed for the Imperial has a 
3/8 inch longer stroke than last year’s 
engine and its cubic displacement 
has been raised to 298.6 cubic inches 
with a 3 Vi bore and 4V& stroke. It 
develops 110 horsepower at 3400 r.p.m. 

The Custom Imperial engine remains 
dimensionally unchanged— a 3 1/4 inch 
bore, 4 7/8 inch stroke and 323.5 cubic 
inches displacement. It develops 130 
horsepower with the standard alum- 
inum head and 6.5 to 1 compression 
rutio. 

The net result of the engine changes 
will lie an improved performance with- 
out the sacrifice of any of the economy 
for which Chryslers were noted in 
1937. The 1937 Royal in tho hands of 
owners encountering all kinds of driv- 
ing conditions was giving from 18 to 
24 miles per gallon of gasoline. This 
will he equalled by the 1938 engine, 
t liivsh r engineers are confident.

th«> (teals are now suffering from the 
lean years of the depression, she 
stated. The advanced stage in which 
the cases of tuberculosis are discov- 
ered is most, disturbing to the health 
authorities, said Mrs. Tudbury. and she 
spoke of the emphasis and effort being 
made to prevent the dread disease, 
and for the early discovery of it when 
contracted. 

Mrs. Elmore I. MacPhle. chairman 
of the Newton Federation's newly- 
created committee for the Physically- 
Handicapped. gave an outline of the 
work the committee plans to do and 
to interest others to do. An appeal for 
an encyclopaedia for the New England 
Peabody Home for Crippled Children 
was made. Plans for work with the 
blind included a call for readers to 
the blind, social hours for the blind ' 
in private homes, assistance at the 
Annual Fair for sale of articles made 
by the blind, and work to stimulate 
the sale of these articles during the 1 
entire year. 

During the luncheon hour Mrs. Hay 
presented Mrs. Penjamin D. Miller, di- 
rector of the Twelfth District of the 
Massachusetts State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, who spoke of the 
Twelfth District Conference to be held 
November 10th. at the Waban Union 
Church, with the Waban Woman's 
Club as hostess. 

Mrs. Hay made the interesting an- 
nouncement that the Social Welfare 
division of the State Federation, of 
which she is chairman, now includes 
Child Welfare. Public Safety. Law 
Observance, Correction, and Communi- 
ty Service. 

After luncheon, the clubwomen con- 
vened in the Young Peoples' Chapel 
and were greeted by Mrs. Ernest A. 
Doekstader. president of the West 
Newton Women’s Educational Club, the 
Hostess Club. Mrs. Hay. president of 
the Newton Federation, then presided 
for the business meeting. The program 
for the afternoon was presented by the 
director of Research and Guidance in 
the Newton Schools. Mr. C. Elwood 
Drake, and a staff of teachers. Mr. G. 
Winthrop Prainerd. principal of the 
Horace Mann and Claflin Schools, 
speaking on “Guidance in the Elemen- 
tary Schools." stressed the Importance 
guidance plays in tin- part of a child’s 
life from five to twelve years, and how 
neglect at this age leads to crime ! 
Mr. Raymond W. Rluisdell. principal 
of the Weeks Junior High School, 
speaking on “Guidance in the Junior 
High Schools and the Recognition of 
the Child as an Individual. ’ urged co- 
operation of parents in the plans and 
ambitions of the children. If the pupil 
had been guided intelligently into a 
class and social group where he is 
happy and can do successful work, then 
the problems of failure, disclplie. un- 
happiness. and irregularity of attend- 
ance are minimized, he stated. Miss 
Cora E. Riley, chief adviser, Newton 
High School, spoke of the cross-section 
of life as viewed from the office of the 
High School, exemplified as “A fur 
coat on one child, and worn-out shoes 
on another." This office makes a care- 
ful study of the interests, abilities, and 
past achievements of the pupils. Last 
year over $10,000 in scholarships were 
won by the Newton High School grad- 
uating class. 

Miss Annis M. Sturgis, school psy- 
chologist. spoke on the guidance given 
the physically-handicapped, citing tin 1 
sight-saving classes, the lip-reading 
classes, and the teachers who go to the

Liquor Crazed 
Youth Kills Self 
At Lower Falls 


John W. Yaskel, 22, who hoarded 
at the home of Albert Reske, 204 Con- 
cord st.. Newton Lower Falls, commit- 
ted suicide on Tuesday night after 
terrifying Mrs. Rose Reske, his land- 
lady. and others In the neighborhood. 
Yaskel, who was drunk, hit one of the 
Reske children, according to the po- 
lice. and Mrs. Reske reprimanded him. 
Yaskel grabbed a revolver and threat- 
ened to shoot the Reske baby and 
himself. As Yaskel laid down the re- 
volver. Mrs. Reske, seized It and fleeing 
to a neighbor’s house, gave It to a 
man residing there. Yaskel followed 
and recovered the revolver after in- 
timidating the man who had been given 
the weapon. Returning to the Reske 
house. Yaskel announced that he 
would go out to the yard and shoot 
himself. 

Yaskel w f ent out to the yard and 
fired a few shots, one of which hit 
the home of William Haley at 198 Con- 
cord st. Yaskel then returned into the 
Reske house, emptied the shell from 
the revolver and replaced one shell in 
the gun. Repeating his threat that he 
would shoot himself. Yaskel again 
went out to the yard and fired another 
shot. Persons In the Reske home 
thought he was bluffing, but when 
Mrs. Reske looked out some time 
later, she saw Yaskel lying in the 
vard. Newton police were notified and 
Medical Examiner Gallagher viewed the 
body. He found the bullet had entered 
the right side of Yaskel’S head and 
emerged on the left side. Dr. Galla- 
gher’s report stated that Yaskel’s death 
was a case of “suicide while lntoxi- i 
cated.” Yaskel’s father resides in 
Brockton.
